(Kagin 1) Popular beaver piece with error T.O. below, old 
mounting expertly removed at top; reverse slightly weak 
at left, even fields and legends throughout. Attractive 
specimen of prized pioneer gold coin type. (VF 25) 



C. Bechtler Carolina Cold $2 Vi, (1837-1842). 

(Kagin 10) Among the finest known of this Carolina gold issue, 
prooflike areas among lettering, diagnostic diebreaks at F. in 
RUTHERF.,E in BECHTLER and above T in same name.

Highlighting the pioneer gold section will be another whole dimension in numismatic 
history: white metal, copper and copper gilt die trials of Clark Gruber and Company 
1860 and 1861. These are first strikes and experimental pieces from the dies prepared by 
the Philadelphia diesinkers at Bailey and Company. Including several unique pieces, this 
section offers the most varied selection of these fascinating rarities likely to be brought 
together in this century. 


1861 $20 Gold, Overstrike on 1849 U.S. $10 
Reeded edge with strong undertype. Researchers 
connect this dramatic gold piece to the known Clark 
Gruber & Co. $20 struck over a U.S. 1857-S $20 listed 
as Kagin 12d. 

Both overstrikes were prepared in Philadelphia by 
Bailey and Company when they made the dies for 
Clark Gruber. Struck on Uncirculated U.S. gold 
coins, the new private Mint dies created new pieces 
of the highest interest. Both are unique and in high 
states of preservation. 

The larger diameter of the Clark Gruber $20 die caused 50 percent loss of stars and 
legends; juxtaposition of eagles on the reverse obliterates any possible mintmark. With 
its satiny, smooth and lustrous surfaces, strong details of the host coin, the unique 
overstrike is a coin of utmost importance and beauty, recalling the very beginning of the 
Colorado gold mining era. Ex Bailey and Company; Abe Kospff; Kagin.

(Kagin 11) Plain edge struck as Proof without collar, 
double thickness with [high rims that absorbed some 
handling of this soft metal. Re-engraved 8 in date. 
Pikes Peak high on Liberty's coronet, few planchet 
striations on reverse. Handsome die trial of the 
highest rarity and historical significance with three 
known, R 8, 186 Vi grains. Ex: King Farouk, Kagin. 




1860 $10 Copper 

(Kagin 3) Reeded edge Proof 63 from regular dies, 
deep red and darker iridescence. Imaginary view of 
Pikes Peak by Philadelphia engraver caused 
rejection of design after patterns arrived in 
Colorado. Low R 7, 141.5 grains.

California Dealers 
Introduce Legislation 

Headed by Jim Beer of 
Palo Alto and Joseph 
Battaglia of Encino, the 
California Coin Dealers 
Political Action Committee 
was formed to represent the 
interests of California's four 
coin dealer associations. 

With the aid of the 
Committee, the 
organizations have created 
an executive board among 
themselves and have 
introduced legislation in the 
state capital that will 
regulate California's coin 
industry. 

The bill is designed to 
challenge the current law, 
which categorizes coin 
dealer operations as second- 
hand businesses. Under this 
law, dealers are required to 
hold coins for varying 
lengths of time, depending 
upon locality, and many 
dealers must report all 
purchases of coins and 
bullion-related items. The 
legislation introduced on 
behalf of the four associa- 
tions seeks uniformity 
throughout the state in laws 
governing coin dealers. 

Recently, Beer and 
Battaglia supported the 
dealers' legislation at a 
hearing of the Criminal 
Justice Committee of the 
Assembly in Sacramento. 
Representatives from law 
enforcement agencies in San 
Francisco, Los Angeles and 
San Diego were also in 
attendance and opposed the 
legislation, recommending 
that the committee shelve 
the bill. 

The law enforcement 
agencies were fearful of 
losing control over second- 
hand dealers and pawn 
shops. Through negotiation 
and compromise, however, 
an agreement was reached 
by which coins and bullion 
will be exempt from all 


holding and reporting 
requirements. A provision 
that exempts coin dealers 
from licensing, provided 
that less than 20 percent of 
their gross sales is in scrap 
or second-hand goods, was 
also agreed upon. Perhaps of 
most importance to the 
dealers is the fact that 
exemption from holding and 
reporting laws will prevent 
local municipalities from 
making statutes contrary to 
this amendment. 

All that remains is a 
favorable recommendation 
from the Assembly and 
passage by the Senate, 
which at this point seems 
likely. Barry Stuppler, 
president of the California 
Professional Numismatic 
Association and a member 
of the executive board of 
the four dealer associations, 
expressed great hope that 
the passage of the bill in 
California would lead to 
similarly unified laws on a 
nationwide basis. 


Newspaper Initiates 
Numismatic Column 

On Sunday, May 8, 1983, 
Beckley Newspapers of 
Beckley, West Virginia, 
introduced its readers to 
numismatics with the start 
of a weekly coin column by 
Deborah I. Ormsby. The 
column contains hints for 
beginning collectors, 
numismatic news and 
answers to readers' 
questions. 

As a unique promotion 
for the new column, the 
editors and Miss Ormsby 
bought three coins from a 
loc^ coin dealer and placed 
them in circulation. The 
coins, a 1930 Standing 
Liberty quarter in EF ($40), 
an Uncirculated 1938-D 
Buffalo nickel ($25) and an 
Uncirculated 1945 Mercury 
dime ($15), become the 
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property of whomever 
recognizes them. According 
to Keith Walters, executive 
editor, "'We wanted to 
stimulate interest in the 
hobby of coin collecting and 
draw attention to a column 
we believe will be popular 
with a large segment of our 
readers. 

People discovering one of 
the coins in their change 
were asked to call the 
newspaper and report the 
find for a follow-up story, 
allowing Miss Ormsby to 
trace the route of the coins 
before they were located. 
Readers who report their 
finds to the newspaper will 
receive a plastic coin 
holder, a complete 
Uncirculated Lincoln 
Memorial set, a copy of A 
Guide Book of United 
States Coins and a 
magnifying glass.

Annunzio Questions 
Gold Contract 

In the April issue of his 
numismatic newsletter. 
Representative Frank 
Annunzio, chairman of the 
Subcommittee on Con- 
sumer Affairs and Coinage, 
questioned a contract 
between the United States 
Mint and J. Aron and 
Company. The contract 
gives J. Aron sole marketing 
rights for all United States 
gold medallions minted 
between 1980 and 1984. 

Concerned about the 
Government's best interest, 
Annunzio stated, "One of 
my biggest fears is that the 
contract gives J. Aron and 
Company virtually total 
control of all gold sales in 
the United States. J. Aron 
and Company by its own 
admission, is the largest 
distributor in the world of 
South Africa's krugerrands, 
and a primary distributor of 


Canada's Maple Leaf and 
Mexico's gold coins. Now 
that the company has the 
U.S. gold contract it could 
manipulate the market so 
as to ensure that the gold 
coin with the most profit 
potential would be pushed, 
while the other coins are 
kept in the background." 
Annunzio also questioned a 
provision in the contract 
under which the Mint 
would pay J. Aron half the 
advertising costs, which 
could run into millions of 
dollars each year.

From June 25 through September 18, 1983, the Kimball 
Art Museum of Fort Worth, Texas, will exhibit "Wealth of 
the Ancient World: The Nelson Bunker Hunt and William 
Herbert Hunt Collection." The Hunt brothers have been 
collecting antiquities for several years, and their collection 
of ancient coins is recognized by many as the finest in 
private hands. 

Consisting of 112 gold, silver and bronze coins, 16 
painted vases and 38 small-scale bronzes, the exhibit 
represents 12 centuries, spanning the Geometric to the Late 
Roman periods. Pictured here are three examples of ancient 
coins in the collection. The first, a silver decadrachm of 
Syracuse, depicts a woman on the obverse driving a chariot. 
The figure of Nike is above this design. The reverse 
features the head of Arethusa wearing an ampyx. Struck by 
Kimon in approximately 400 B.C., the depiction of 
Arethusa' s head on this issue is distinctly different than 
that of his previous works. The style, size and proportion of 
the eye and eyebrows are derived from a mental rather than 
visual interpretation. The nose is heavier, the lips thick and 
rather pouting in expression. 

Also represented is an orichalcum sestertius of Nero, 
struck at the Rome Mint sometime between 64-66 A.D. 

The obverse features a portrait of Nero; the reverse depicts 
the Port of Ostia with eight ships in the harbor. Neptune, 
god of the sea, appears above, and the reclining figure of the 
harbor god is pictured below. Nero often spread propaganda 
by depicting his services to Rome on the reverse of his 
coinage. Although the vital Port of Ostia was planned and 
constructed during the reign of Nero's father, Claudius, by 
depicting this important public utility on the reverse of this 
coinage, Nero was assured that public sentiment would 
remain in his favor. 

Like Nero, Emperor Hadrian, also depicted on a coin 
from the collection, was profoundly interested in the arts, 
especially the Greek works. The orichalcum sestertius of 
Hadrian was struck in 135 A.D. at the Rome Mint. 
Attributed to Alphaeus Master, this sestertius portrays a 
bareheaded, draped bust of Hadrian on its obverse. The 
reverse features Pax holding a branch and cornucopia. 
During his reign, several interpretations of the imperial 
portrait were used on coinage, including Hadrian as a god- 
like military man, a heroic nude and a dignified human 
being needless of external marks of rank or divinity. The 
portrait depicted on this coin is a superlative example of 
the latter type. 

The Hunt Collection will also be exhibited at the 
Virginia Museum of Fine Arts in Richmond, October 
19-December 11, 1983; the Detroit Institute of Arts, 
February 1 -March 24, 1984; and the Dallas Museum of Art, 
April 25-June 10, 1984. In an illustrated catalog of the 
e^iibit specimens. Curator Ruth Sullivan and Director 
Edmund Pillsbury note, " 'Wealth of the Ancient World: 

The Nelson Bunker Hunt and William Herbert Hunt 
Collection' offers an unparalleled opportunity to examine 
the art, attitudes and aspirations of classical antiquity — an 
age far removed from that of our own, but one that still 
impressess itself strongly upon ours, socially and 
culturally."

DANIEL MENDOZA 


A Legacy of Brains and Brawn 

by EDWARD BARUCH 


Among the rare and unusual treasures 
in museums and private collections in the 
United States, Great Britain and Israel 
can be found several examples of an in- 
triguing token approximately the size of 
an English half penny. What makes this 
token unique is the portrait featured on 
the obverse — that of Daniel Mendoza, 
the sixteenth world heavyweight boxing 
champion. Bom in 1763 in London's East 
End, Mendoza not only revolutionized the 
art of boxing, but also championed the 


cause of the city's Jewish populace. 

Young Mendoza, the son of expatriated 
Spanish Jews, grew up in London at a time 
when anti-semitism was prevalent. Dur- 
ing the reign of Charles II (1660-1685) 
many Spanish and Portugese Jews settled 
in London. Like the Irish who immigrated 
to England before them, the Jews were not 
looking for employment as much as they 
were seeking to escape starvation.^ As the 
Jewish population in London grew, a 
synagogue was established in Duke's

Place, Aldgate, in 1722, and the city soon 
became a refuge for distressed Jews from 
all over the Continent, including Bo- 
hemia, Poland and Gibralter. 

In 1753 a bill was passed to naturalize 
England's Jewish immigrants, but out- 
bursts of anti-Jewish sentiments led to the 
bill's immediate repeal. Although their 
feelings had no basis in fact, Englishmen 
maintained that the Jewish Naturaliza- 
tion Act "would deluge the kingdom with 
brokers, usurers and beggars . . . that the 
rich Jews would purchase lands . . . and 
influence the Church of Christ . . . that 
the lower class of that nation would in- 
terfere with the industrious natives who 
earn their livelihood by their labour."^ 
Women wore ribbons proclaiming "No 
Jews" and "Christianity For Ever," while 
men attended anti-semitic banquets at 
which nothing but pork was served.^ In 
1771 further attention was drawn to 
Jewish immigrants when a robbery and 
murder, supposedly committed by Jews, 
took place in King's Row, Chelsea. Soon 
after, royal orders were given stating that 
no Jews were to immigrate to England 
aboard the King's packet boats unless they 
paid the usual freight or carried a passport 
issued by a British minister. The syna- 
gogue expressed its gratitude, thinking 
that the order might "prevent the too fre- 
quent importation of vagrant and vaga- 
bond Jews, who cannot be considered as 
useful or beneficial to society."^ However, 
the order did not seem to stem the flow 
of Jewish immigration. 

Few foreigners in London escaped pre- 
judice, and many more were roughly 
treated or abused — Jewish immigrants 
were no exception. Tormenting Jews 
became a popular sport among London's 
rabble-rousers, particularly after the inci- 
dent at Chelsea. According to Magistrate 
Sir John Fielding, "Every Jew was in 
public opinion implicated, and the pre- 
judice, ill will and brutal conduct this 
[the Chelsea murder] brought upon the 
Jews, even after they had been detected 
and punished for it, did not cease for 


many years. 'Go to Chelsea' was a com- 
mon exclamation when a Jew was seen in 
the streets and was often a signal of 
assault. 1 have seen many Jews hooted, 
hunted, cuffed, pulled by the beard, spit 
upon, and so barbarously assaulted in 
the streets, without any protection from 
passers-by or the police, as seems when 
compared with present times, almost im- 
possible to have existed at any time. Dogs 
could not be used in the streets in the 
manner many Jews were treated."^ 
Because of the danger that lurked in 
London's streets, Jewish men began to 
cultivate the art of self-defense, and many 
became outstanding fighters. But it was 
Daniel Mendoza who reached the pin- 
nacle of pugilistic glory. Having brains as 
well as brawn, Mendoza developed a

scientific, effective approach to fighting 
and used his knowledge to develop the art 
of professional boxing. 

Prize fights, or bruising matches as 
they were called, were enormously pop- 
ular in eighteenth-century England but 
brutal by any standards. Holding, tripping 
and even ear-biting were commonly per- 
mitted, and significant injuries inflicted 
with elbows and knees were often over- 
looked by referees and relished by spec- 
tators. A fighter frequently had his head 
shaved before entering the ring to prevent 
his opponent from grabbing his hair with 
one hand and punching with the other. 

Although Mendoza was small in stat- 
ure, weighing 160 pounds and standing 
57", his agility more than compensated 
for his size. Rather than slugging it out 
with his feet firmly planted, the style of 
the period, he employed dexterity and 
cunning to keep his opponents off 
balance. According to a ringside observer, 
Mendoza was ''a pugilist better initiated 
in the theory of boxing than perhaps any 
of his contemporaries. In his manner there 
is more neatness than strength, and, it has 
been said, more show than service. His 
blows are in general deficient in force, but 
given with astonishing quickness, and he 
is allowed to strike oftener and stop more 
dexterously than any other man. He is ex- 
tremely well-formed in the breast and 
arms, but his loins are weak. His wind is 
good and he possesses excellent bottom."^ 
Mendoza developed new blows, parries 
and foot movements, devising defensive 
and offensive maneuvers that he practiced 
in the ring and later taught to his pupils, 
who in turn taught others. 

Daniel Mendoza's pugilistic reputation 
attracted the attention of the Prince of 
Wales who, in addition to several other 
gentlemen, sponsored the young fighter in 
a number of matches. However, Men- 
doza's popularity with the sporting set 
aroused the jealousy of fellow pugilists, 
particularly that of Richard Humphries, 
the "Gentleman Fighter," who operated 
a school of self-defense in London's West

End. The proud Mendoza tolerated Hum- 
phries' anti-semitic antagonism as long as 
he could, but serious confrontations even- 
tually ensued. The two became bitter 
enemies, fighting one another in the ring 
on three occasions. During the first fight 
Humphries threw his shoulder into Men- 
doza's jaw, causing Mendoza to fall and 
badly injure his ankle. Unable to get to his 
feet, Mendoza lost the fight. After a 
lengthy recuperation and further training, 
Mendoza again squared-off against Hum- 
phries, this time winning handily in 
round twenty-two. At Humphries' urging, 
a third encounter was arranged. The 
thrashing Humphries received at Men- 
doza's hand left him completely 
powerless to fight again for the rest of his 
life. 

After his final victory gainst Hum- 
phries, Mendoza became a celebrity and 
criss-crossed England and Ireland giving 
pugilistic exhibitions. After his return to 
England in 1792, Mendoza was matched 
with Bill Warr, who was held favorite in 
the wagering and seemed certain to win. 
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The effect of Mendoza’s victories was felt 
by everyone in London. 


After a bruising fourteen rounds, however, 
Mendoza pulled himself together and 
brought all his skill into play, gaining a 
victory in the twenty-third round. The 
defeated opponent begged for a rematch, 
and the men agreed to meet once again in 
November 1794. Benjamin Brain, the 
reigning heavyweight champion, had died 
several months before, thus this fight 
would determine the new world cham- 
pion. Warr was clearly outclassed, and 
within fifteen minutes, Mendoza became 
the sixteenth heavyweight champion, 
clearly proving that the old street-fighting 
style of boxing could not withstand an 
agile defense and cunning attack. 

The effect of Mendoza's victories was 
felt by everyone in London. Sir John 
Fielding remarked that "it was no longer 
safe to insult a Jew unless he was an old 
man and alone. But even if the Jews were 
unable to defend themselves, the few who 
would be disposed to insult them merely 
because they were Jews, would be in 
danger of chastisement from the passers- 
by and of punishment from the police."^ 

Ironically, Daniel Mendoza's thick, 
dark hair proved to be his undoing. On 
April 15, 1795, at Hornchurch in the 
County of Essex, Mendoza lost the heavy- 
weight match to contender John Jackson 
in a grueling encounter in which Jackson 
held firmly to Mendoza's hair and pounded 
him unmercifully. Mendoza retired from 
professional prize fighting after his defeat, 
maintaining all the while that Jackson's 
conduct was ungentlemanly and contrary 
to the spirit of the sport. However, he con- 
tinued to tour England and to instruct 
young men in the art of self-defense. 


Mendoza fought his last fight in 1820 
at the age of 57. One month ^er his last 
battle, he attended a "benefit" in his 
honor which, unfortunately, was poorly 
attended. Resentful, Mendoza spoke be- 
fore the meager assemblage: "Gentlemen, 
I return you my most sincere thanks for 
the patronage you have afforded me today. 
Gentlemen, after what I have done for the 
pugilists I do say they have not used me 
well on this occasion. In fact, the prin- 
cipal men have deserted me in toto. 
Gentlemen, I have the right, I think, to 
call myself the father of the science, for 
it is well known that prize fighting lay 
dormant for several years after the time 
of Broughton and Slack [the third and 
fourth heavyweight champions]. It was 
myself and Humphries that revived it in 
our three contests for superiority, and the 
science of pugilism has been greatly 
patronized ever since. I now take my leave 
of you, and I trust that I shall never 
trouble you for another benefit."® 

Mendoza died in 1836 in Petticoat 
Lane's Horse Shoe Alley, still today the 
Jewish section of London. To his wife 
Esther and his eleven children, he left a 
legacy of brawn and brains that lifted him 
and his fellow Jews above the antagonism 
of eighteenth-century London. 

After living in Buenos Aires, Argentina, for 
more than twenty years, EDWARD BARUCH 
moved to New York, where he served as presi- 
dent of B'nai B'rith in East Meadow and as 
president of the Israel Numismatic Society of 
Brooklyn.

Frossard-Woodward 

Feud 

of 

1880-1881

American numismatic history is filled with interesting 
feuds, arguments, libels and slanders. Some of the more 
memorable include Proskey vs the Chapmans, high- 
lighted by Proskey's famous "Chapmanese" diatribe,- 
Heaton vs Low, Scott and Proskey, a battle fought in the 
pages of The Numismatist; Cogan vs Mason; Frossard vs 
the Chapmans over the descriptions printed in the 
Bushnell sale catalogue; Steigerwalt vs Edgar Adams; and 
the rather famous battle between Low and Frossard, 
which ended in a fistfight on the auction room floor.* 
Some of these battles produced true masterpieces of 
verbal assault and character assassination. By far the best 
of these highly readable and amusing attacks, ones that 
rise to unusual literary heights, were penned in 
1880-1881 during the long, drawn-out battles between 
Eduard Frossard and W. Elliott Woodward, two of the 
era's most colorful and active numismatic figures. 
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T he tale of the great Frossard-Wood- 
ward feud begins simply enough 
with Frossard's 1879 publication of 
''A Monograph of United States Cents and 
Half Cents (1793-1857)." This work, an 
early attempt to deal with die varieties, 
caused some contention in the numis- 
matic community because of its descrip- 
tion and division of the Half Cents from 
the 1840s. In this document Frossard dis- 
tinguished between the original 1840 
Proofs and the restrikes made in the 
1850s. Although Frossard discussed the 
matter only briefly in his monograph, he 
felt the distinction was important and did 
not take kindly to any attempt to ignore 
or refute the distinction. 

By itself, Frossard' s monograph created 
hardly a stir. However, Frossard was also 
the publisher of Numisma, a bimonthly 
price list that often included various 
articles and reviews. This publication was 
Frossard' s vehicle for circulating among 
other dealers and collectors not only 
prices of his coin stock, but his opinions 
as well. In particular, he often used its 
pages to attack other auction cataloguers 
for their errors and "shortcomings." 

On September 1-3, 1880, at his 31st auc- 
tion sale. Woodward sold part of the 
William Jenks collection. Lots 193 
through 201 were Half Cents of the 1840s, 
apparently restrikes but not described as 
such. Following close upon the heels of 
this sale was Frossard's November 1880 
issue of Numisma, which not only at- 
tacked Woodward's grading but also his 
failure to distinguish between original and 
restrike Half Cents; 

. . . many ... if we are to take the 
catalogue description of condition as 
correct, sold extremely low; but if we are 
to value them from actual condition, 
really sold at most excellent prices . . . 

It is to be regretted that Nos. 193 - 201 
should have been described as extremely 
rare, because such statements mislead 
even experienced collectors. The original 
half cents of those dates are rare, and 
under the impulse of unlimited bids and 
stubborn buyers two of these, in strictly 
brilliant proof condition, did actually 
bring, at a sale in 1864, $105 each; but 
we are not aware that Mr. Jenks ever 
claimed to have purchased these, and as 
he did not purchase them, we do not see

Reading between the lines readily re- 
veals that Frossard was actually accusing 
Woodward of a) incompetence — if he did 
not recognize that the pieces were re- 
strikes, b) ignorance — if he could not tell 
originals from restrikes, or c) fraud — if 
knowing (and being able to tell) the dif- 
ference, he nevertheless tried to pass off 
restrikes as originals. Since Woodward's 
answer to these accusations was, of 
course, d) none of the above, he was 
almost forced to reply to the criticism. 

Since Numisma was published bi- 
monthly, and because Woodward often 
held auctions more frequently than that, 
the same November issue included a 
second attack. Frossard's second assault 
referred to Woodward's mid-October sale 
of the Ferguson Haines Collection: 

. . . The collection of Mr. Haines was 
so important, embracing as it did com- 
plete series of American silver and 
copper coins, and the work of Mr. Wood- 
ward in the classification and arrange- 
ment of this vast collection so felicitous, 
that we regret, for the sake of those who 
in the future may have occasion to use 
this catalogue as a work of reference, the 
very apparent neglect on the part of Mr. 
Woodward to make more accurate in- 
vestigations concerning the history of 
several of the pieces. No. 185, for in- 
stance, supposed to be an undescribed 
variety of ’93 Cent, is not sufficiently 
authenticated; No. 195 ditto; No. 203 is 
not a new variety of the ’94 cents; No. 

230, ’94 cent, has no stars at terminal 
of milling [i.e., it was not the Starred 
Reverse variety]; No. 234 is described in 
’’Monograph of U.S. Cents and Half 
Cents;” No. 415, 1796 Half Cent, was by 
one of the best judges of coins in New 
York supposed to be an altered date 
(from ’95); No. 463, 1794 Dollar, is not 
one of the finest dollars of this date that 
has been offered for years; No. 551, 1795 
Half Cent, was not ’’very fine indeed”; 

No. 569, 1804 Half Dollar, is clearly a 
counterfeit as far as date is concerned. 
This piece was sold some years ago 
through Mr. Cogan, who would not war- 
rant it. It is most likely an 1805 over ’04 
with the 5 tooled back to a 4, etc. 
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In an attempt to soften the blow, this 
rough salvo was tempered with Frossard's 
comment: ''On the whole the prices 
realized were extremely high and Messrs. 
Woodward and Haines are to be congrat- 
ulated on the remarkable financial suc- 
cess of this sale." Nonetheless, the attacks 
were damaging. 

Woodward, of course, read Frossard's 
comments— all the major figures of the 
day read each other's publications, jour- 
nals as well as catalogues. Woodward 
seems to have been particularly upset by 
the fuss Frossard was raising over the Half 
Cent question. The catalogue for Wood- 
ward's next sale, the Mercer Collection, 
auctioned December 8-10, 1880, included 
two more Proof Half Cents of the 1840s, 
listed as lots 1053 and 1054. The 
catalogue entry for these two pieces gave 
Woodward an opportunity to make a 
counterattack against Frossard. Between 
the description of lots 1053 and 1054 ap- 
peared the following passage by 
Woodward: 

Whether this Half Cent was struck in 
1842 or at a period subsequent to 1849, 
but about that time, as one writer in- 
forms us, or whether it is a still more re- 
cent manufacture of the Mint, 1 am not 
prepared to say. A vast amount of cheap 
learning has been wasted on this subject, 
the statement having been made, and 
generally believed, that for the last issue 
of the rare Half Cents the reverse die of 
1856 was used. 1 confess I have not yet 
seen an 1831 or 1836 Half Cent without 
its appropriate reverse; of course, I do 
not question the existence of such, but 
it seems to me, that with the Mint 
method of striking, there would be great 
practical difficulty in combining two dies 
so unlike in size as the obverse of the 
1831 and the reverse of the 1856 Half 
Cent. 1 am aware, however, of the great 
resources of the Mint of the United 
States for the manufacture of all such od- 
dities; nothing emanating from that fac- 


tory will ever again strike a collector 
with wonder. [Woodward, like Frossard, 
was very bitter about the Mint pattern 
restrikes and mules.l To return to the 
statement concerning the 1856 reverse, 

I have to say, I have compared the 
reverses of many of the so-called re- 
struck Half Cents in the forties with the 
reverse of the 1856, and I have never yet 
found one with that reverse. A com- 
parison of Nos. 1053 and 1054 with 1061 
[an 1856 Proof] in this sale, at once 
reveals the difference. The trifling ad- 
dition made to the number of Half Cents 
from 1840 to 1848 inclusive, by the last 
issue, does not prevent each and every 
one, and especially 1842 and 1847, from 
being extremely rare. 

Certainly a mild enough retort to 
Frossard's blasts. Woodward's position 
can be summarized as "not proven, 
though possible," and he showed no in- 
clination to revise his cataloguing prac- 
tices on the basis of what he regarded as 
Frossard's unproven assertions. Frossard, 
however, reacted as if this "not proven" 
attitude were a direct insult and an attack 
on his own numismatic qualifications 
(which, in a way, it was). In the January 
1881 issue of Numisma he deviated from 
his normal policy of reviewing recent 
auctions and devoted a feature article in 
the main section of the journal to the sub- 
ject of "The Mint-Restrike Half Cents:" 

It appears almost incredible that a 
man whose name is cited as an authority 
on American coinage, and who handles 
coins from morning till night six times 
a week all the year round, should ignore 
the difference between genuine half 
cents in the forties, and the Mint 
restrikes of the same dates, but such ap- 
pears to be the case. Mr. W.E. Wood- 
ward, the compiler of the Mickley sale 
catalogue, avows himself still unable to 
distinguish the reverse of the restruck 
half cents from the reverse of the genu- 
ine half cents of the same dates. [See his 
remarks, page 39, sale Dec. 8, 9, 10, 
1880.] To point out the differences which 
stamp one class of half cents as genuine 
emanations of the Mint, made in the 
years corresponding with the date on the 
coin, and in the other class as coins pro- 
duced at a subsequent date [note how 
Frossard picks up and uses Woodward’s 
own phrases— especially "emanating" 
and "subsequent date"] with a reverse 
that did not exist when the genuine 
pieces were issued, would be, on our part. 
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an exhibition of ’cheap learning’ we wish 
to avoid, at the present time. [That 
Woodward expression surely must have 
hit home!] 

It is enough to state that the dif- 
ferences exist, have frequently been 
pointed out, notably in the American 
Journal of Numismatics, are marked, 
easily recognizable, and that no one of- 
fering coins at public auction sales to the 
purchasing, collecting public has the 
right to ignore these differences. At this 
rate we shall soon have compilers of 
catalogues ignoring for instance the dif- 
ferences between the original Confed- 
erate Cents, worth ten times their 
weight in gold, and Bolen’s close copies 
of the same, or between a genuine 1796 
half cent and one of Dr. Edwards’ copies. 

As regards the 1831 and ’36 Half 
Cents, their genuine reverse had the bar 
under the words HALF CENT, while the 
new restrikes known (one sold in Hasel- 
tine’s sale, Nov. 23, 1880) have a reverse 
identical to the reverse of the Mint 
restrikes of the dates 1840-49. The 1831, 

’36, ’40-49 Mint restrikes were all struck 
after 1850, and with the reverse which 
is supposed to have been the reverse of 
the 1856 Half Cent — but whether 55, 56, 
or 57— is a matter of slight importance. 

They are restrikes and no amount of 
even the most plausible arguing can 
•make them pass for the genuine article. 

This extremely strong attack on Wood- 
ward's professional qualifications and 
competence more or less accused him of 
being a public danger to the numismatic 
community. As far as the Half Cent ques- 
tion was concerned, little remained to be 
said on either side. Indeed, within a 
couple of years Woodward was blithely 
cataloguing restrikes as restrikes and 
making peripheral comments that im- 
plied he had been among the earliest 
to recognize the importance of distin- 
guishing these from the originals! 

The battle did not end with Frossard's 
acerbic comments, however. Still irri- 
tated, Frossard made the next move, one 
which was to change the very nature of 
the feud. In January 1881, when the last 
issue of Numisma was still fresh from the 
press. Woodward sold more pieces from 
William Jenks' vast collection, this time 
including many ancient coins of Greece 
and Rome. Frossard and S.H. Chapman 
regarded the ancient coin field, rightly or 
wrongly, as their private turf. Frossard in 


particular was not amused to find Wood- 
ward handling a major collection that in- 
cluded ancient coins. The highlight of the 
sale was a gold aureus of the Emperor 
Pescennius Niger (193-194 A.D.), an ex- 
ceptionally rare item and very valuable 
even though holed. From previously pub- 
lished descriptions, Woodward decided 
that this piece was the exact specimen 
stolen many years before from the Royal 
Cabinet of France. The coin. Lot 468, 
turned out to be a counterfeit, to the great 
embarrassment of Woodward (though not 
apparently to Jenks, who seems to have 
known the truth). 

Of the eight pages in the March 1881 
issue of Numisma — one of which was all 
advertising — five and part of a sixth were 
devoted either directly or indirectly to at- 
tacks on Woodward's handling of Jenks' 
ancient coins, especially the Pescennius 
Niger piece! One page was taken up en- 
tirely by an open letter from S.H. Chap- 
man in which he reviewed the sale, 
emphasizing in particular the counterfeits 
and the misgraded pieces: 

Desiring to bring just condemnation on 
all persons who knowingly or unknow- 
ingly sell false coins, and who sell them 
without a guarantee from them as 
authors of the catalogue, or of it being 
understood that all coins sold by them 
are genuine, I send a brief review of the 
counterfeits in the sale Jan. lOth to 13th 
of the Jenks Collection. 

It is very unusual for the person who 
catalogues a collection to give the opin- 
ion and guarantee of the collector, and 
if he relied upon them, should have 
added his own guarantee.* 

Mr. Jenks was aware that other pieces 
were counterfeits besides No. 791, as he 
had been informed by competent numis- 
matists of their falsity.* 

The coins in the following list in the 
catalogue of the sale held in New York, 
January 10th to 13th, 1881, are all false 
unless where some error of attribution 
or condition is noted: 

No. 10. Struck from dies. Executed 
during the 17th Century.

In the above list I have given a few in- 
stances in which pieces were termed 
Fine or Very Fine but were in poor con- 
dition. There were very many instances 
in which coins were not up to descrip- 
tion, but it would take too much space 
to enumerate them. The priced cata- 
logue of a sale in which the coins are 
over-described [over graded] is worthless 
to a collector and gives erroneous im- 
pressions of value, unless the conditions 
have been subsequently corrected. 

In the Hitchcock Collection of Arms, 
Indian Relics, etc., sold January 14, the 
day succeeding the Jenks Sale, a number 
of counterfeits appeared. All the wooden 
handles to the Indian stone axes and the 
carved handle of ”old English oak” of the 
Battle Axe of the 16th century, were of 
American ashy and judging from the 
workmanship were made by the same 
white man. Tlie last named axe was very 
doubtful, as it had been burnished and 
dressed with an emery wheel and all the 
engraving was recent. 

Chapman's letter could hardly be con- 
sidered anything but a comprehensive and 
pointed attack on all of Woodward's auc- 
tion efforts. The next page of the same 
issue of Numisma was devoted to an ar- 
ticle about Becker's forgeries, obviously 
in connection with the specimens in the 
Jenks Sale. The succeeding three pages, 
however, contained the main attack by 
Frossard himself, the first of the literary 
"allegories" to emerge in this classic feud. 
A literary masterpiece, the attack is aimed 
at the false Pescennius Niger piece. 
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The False Talisman 


Let it be known unto the people that there are men both learned and wise who are the 
possessors of ancient talismans and tokens of gold, silver, and brass, inscribed with the 
cabalistic signs and characters of kings, princes, and potentates who ruled of old; and these 
wise and prudent men have stores of these talismans, and keep them in their secret chambers, 
and set great store by them, and if by reason of trouble and affliction their hearts fail within 
them, they betake themselves unto their talismans and gaze upon the same, and interpret 
the signs thereon, and their hearts are cheered as with good tidings, and they come forth 
like strong men and go on rejoicing. 

Now there dwelt in a distant country, called the Land of the Sun, a youth who inherited 
a vast estate, and ancient talismans in gold and silver and brass without number, and this 
youth wasted his inheritance and sold his talismans unto the sons of Israel, yea, he sold 
them all but one, and this one the sons of Israel would not buy, for being wise and learned 
they interpreted the signs thereon and explained them unto the youth and said: It is not 
a true talisman of Pescennius, surnamed Niger, whose superscription it bears, but is false, 
and the work of a sorcerer, one Becker, who dwelt in the forests of Germania. And the youth 
put the false talisman (which through his foolishness was all that was left of his inheritance) 
unto his bosom, and saith, Peradventure I may find elsewhere a purchaser for this talisman. 
And he departed from his native land, and took ship, and sailed upon a wide and tempestuous 
sea, and a storm arising, he and his companions were cast upon a bleak and desolate shore. 

Now there came forth one of the chief men of the land, and took him, and made him his 
slave, and set him to dig canals, him and his companions, and gave them a pittance and 
a hovel for their abode, and exacted from them a monthly tax. And after a time it came 
to pass, that because of hard toil disease preyed upon the body of the youth from the Land 
of the Sun, and he laid him upon his couch, sorely afflicted, for many days, and no one 
comforted him. And the lord of the canal came unto him, and said: Give me the monthly 
tax that is due me or I will cast thee into prison. And the youth arose from his couch, and 
fell at his master’s feet and saith: Behold my lord, my substance is exhausted, and I have 
nothing to satisfy thy demand, save a talisman of gold worth one thousand pieces of silver, 
bequested unto me by my father in my native land; and if thou wilt set me free from this 
bondage and let me return to my native land, I will give it thee. Then pulled he forth the 
false talisman, and gave it unto his master, and forthwith found favor in his eyes, and his 
master released him from his bond, and from his tax, and gave unto him an hundred pieces 
of silver, and the youth took ship, and returned to his native land, and bought a vineyard, 
and took unto himself a wife, even the daughter of a prince, and grew wise and prosperous. 

But the lord of the canal saith: Behold I have a talisman of great price, and I will sell 
the same, and enlarge my possessions, and buy mules, and houses and an estate. Now there 
dwelt not far from him a mighty man, a soothsayer and apothecary, one versed in the 
knowledge of the talismans of his own country, who bought and sold the same, and whose 
name was known throughout the length and breadth of the land. And the lord of the canal 
took a sharp instrument, and bored a hole through the talisman, and hung it with a golden 
chain around his neck, and mounted his mule, and rode to the apothecary and showed him 
the talisman. And the apothecary went into his secret chamber, and took a book of chronicles 
of the Kings of Gaul, wherein are recorded the names of all the mighty rulers and poten- 
tates who coined talismans in days of old, and behold on a certain page in the book was 
written the name of Pescennius, surnamed Niger, and the apothecary did read, and his 
understanding was enlightened, for he saw it recorded that the priceless talisman of Pescen- 
nius, surnamed Niger, had been stolen from the King’s treasury, and that the robbers had 
fled to a foreign land, and he saith unto himself, in verity this talisman is the same that 
was stolen from the treasury of the King of Gaul, behold it is of great price and value. Then 
came he forth and spoke unto the lord of the canal and saith: I will give thee for this talisman 
five hundred pieces of silver; and he spread a feast unto him, yea beans and pork, (for the 
flesh of the swine is not accounted impure in that country) and gave unto him a drink from 
the fountain of living waters that is in the southwest corner of his shop, and they ate, and 
drank, and were merry. And when the feast was ended the lord of the canal took the money, 
even the five hundred pieces of silver, and bestrode his mule, and returned unto his native 
place. 

Now the apothecary had many other talismans in gold, and silver, and brass, and he forth- 
with issued a proclamation unto the people of the land, wherein was an enumeration of 
the talismans and of the names of the Kings, rulers, and potentates that made them in 
days of old, and he told the people that on a certain day he would sell the talismans unto 
them. And he went to a large city on the border of the sea, where dwelt the sons of Knicker, 
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and spread his treasures before them, the talismans, the jewels, and the precious stones, 
the pearls and opals and rings and amulets, and likewise the books. Now the children of 
Knicker looked upon all these precious things and said one to another: Yea, they are good 
to behold and of great virtue, and we will buy thereof and enrich our treasuries, and for 
the talisman of Pescennius, surnamed Niger, we will give unto the apothecary one thousand, 
nay perchance two thousand pieces of fine silver, and it shall be our chief talisman, and 
we will keep it in our chief chamber, with sentinels to watch over it day and night lest 
it be stolen from us as it was from the King of Gaul. But there dwelt among the children 
of Knicker a stranger from the distant land of the Parish, a man wise and learned in the 
interpretation of talismans of ancient Kings and rulers, and when they showed him the 
talisman of Pescennius, surnamed Niger, he shrugged his shoulders after the manner of 
the people of his own land. 

Now the children of Knicker were wise after their generation, and they interpreted this 
and said: It is not a true talisman of Pescennius, surnamed Niger, but is false. And on the 
day appointed for the sale the apothecary stood before the children of Knicker, and the 
high steward, who was the custc^ian of the talismans and other precious things, sat on 
a throne and called out the number of each talisman, and the children of Knicker sat on 
the ground before him, and spread out their money, and each talisman was given to the 
one who offered the highest price. And the children of Knicker, and the people of distant 
towns, who had gathered together, freely purchased the talismans of the Angli, and of the 
Galli, and Americani of the high steward, but when he called out the talisman of Pescen- 
nius, surnamed Niger, and on a platter of pure alabaster held the same before them, they 
remained silent, and would not offer their silver for the same. 

Then did the apothecary marvel and saith: Will ye not give me even one thousand pieces 
of silver for this rare and precious talisman? And one of them, a man fearless and strong, 
their spokesman, arose and spoke unto the apothecary with a loud voice and saith: It is 
bogus, which signifieth false. Then did the apothecary perceive his error, and he saw that 
the talisman was false, and he was angered with himself for his foolishness, by which he 
had lost much money, even five hundred pieces of silver, and he forthwith betook himself 
unto his own country, and returned to his shop, and put the false talisman in a crucible, 
and took a brazen pestle in his right hand, and with one mighty blow broke the false talisman 
of Pescennius, surnamed Niger, into a thousand pieces, and scattered the dust thereof on 
a field behind his dwelling, and put on sackcloth and ashes and fasted and mourned for 
seven days and seven nights. And when the days of his fasting were over he stood by the 
fountain of living waters, that is in the southwest corner of his shop, and took an oath upon 
the same, and said: The talismans of my own country will I freely buy and sell, but concerning 
the talismans of Pescennius, surnamed Niger, and other ancient rulers, behold, I am as 
a babe, and I know nothing, and I will never again buy them, nor sell them nor harbor 
them in my house. And he kept his oath, and bought and sold talismans and drugs, and 
precious ointments, and out of his fountain he sold water to the wayfarers and weary, and 
he bought and sold the tomahawks and pipes of peace, pearls, and precious stones, and patent 
medicines, and trafficked much, and ab^e in his shop, but visited him not again the children 
of Knicker for a season; and behold the field where he cast the dust of the false talisman 
became bare and sterile, and is so even to this day. 


The same issue of Numisma con- 
tained yet another attack, although much 
shorter — Frossard took a brief swipe at 
Woodward in the regular report of auc- 
tions around the country, again taking 
aim at the ancient coins sold in the Jenks 
sale. 


The next move was Woodward's. In the 
April 1881 issue of The American Journal 
of Numismatics, Woodward published an 
extremely favorable review of Andrews' 
new book on Large Cent varieties, con- 
trasting it to the treatment Frossard had 
given the same material in his monograph 
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of 1879. He generally castigated Frossard's 
work as woefully incomplete and inade- 
quate compared to that of Andrews. He 
also seized the occasion of his April 4-9 
sale of the Clogston Collection to make 
a direct attack on Frossard. Frossard's 
response to both of these attacks appeared 
in the May 1881 issue of Numisma. 
Regarding Woodward's review of Andrew's 
book, Frossard said: 

... A very flattering review of this 
work appeared in the April number of 
the American Journal of Numismatics, 
and a strong contrast of its excellence 
when compared with the deficiencies of 
the “Monograph of U.S. Cents and Half 
Cents” is drawn by the learned reviewer, 
but as the author of the “Monograph,” 
except for a few of the earlier dates, 
never attempted more than a description 
of the marked varieties of U.S. Cents, 
the article cannot be considered in the 
light of fair criticism, especially since 
“W,” before publishing his review of Mr. 
Andrews’ work, bought up the entire 
unsold edition. This feature gives the 
article the appearance of a clever adver- 
tisement, and as such it was eminently 
successsful, copies which were originally 
intended for free distribution among 
friends or to be sold at 25 C, having since 
brought $4.50, while the few remaining 
ones are still being placed at equally high 
figures . . . 

Frossard's review of the Clogston Sale, 
which also appeared in the May issue of 
Numisma, included a few jabs at Wood- 
ward's character. 

. . . That part of the collection contain- 
ing the Rebellion mementoes was of 
great magnitude and importance, but no 
public interest apparently exists for such 
objects at the present time— the 7,352 
war envelopes, for instance, bringing 
only about one cent each, or some $80 
for the lot. During the sale a printed 
caricature of a prominent numismatist 
represented in the act of drawing a 
$5,000 cheque with a bank book showing 
a cash balance of 15 cents, was secretly 
distributed on the tables and about the 
room by the Wizard of Roxbury. Ye 
editor coming in at the very nick of time 
captured a few copies, which he now of- 
fers for sale at the reasonable price of 
$4.50 each (postage extra) . . . 

Few of today's serious collectors would 
hesitate a minute before paying a great 


deal more than $4.50 for one of those 
caricatures — none of which are known to 
exist today. The price of $4.50 asked for 
the caricature was, of course, an attack on 
Woodward for price gouging on the 
Andrews book, and the caricature was 
based on Frossard's habitual shortness of 
fimds, well-known to the numismatic 
community at that time. 

Frossard's main assault in the May 
issue of Numisma came in the form of 
another editorial. Frossard offered the 
following comments under the headline 
"Criticism of Coin Sales": 

It would certainly be unfair to expect 
Coin catalogues to be entirely free from 
errors of description, statements of con- 
dition, degree of rarity, etc., for the best 
informed and most experienced fi-equent- 
ly fall short in all these particulars, but 
what it is proper to expect is that the 
cataloguer, who is too frequently only an 
interested seller, shall not willfully 
make statements which he must know 
are untrue. When, for instance, a man, 
in enumerating his property, states that 
the former owner of a collection “war- 
rants that in the whole series but a 
single piece of doubtful authority can be 
found,” while the aforesaid owner really 
never made any such statement, when 
he catalogues coins as fine and uncir- 
culated which he knows are wretchedly 
poor, or when he “conjectures” a rare 
Colonial to be genuine which he bought 
for a cast, or persists in placing counter- 
feit 1799 cents in his sales, cataloguing 
them as genuine— then most collectors 
will agree that the time for criticism has 
come and that the right of censure must 
assert itself. We have no desire to drift 
into p)ersonal squabbles with this man 
or that— we wish in fact to avoid all per- 
sonal recrimination; our paper is in- 
tended to be a medium of communica- 
tion, of interest, and of self-culture 
among the coin collectors of this country, 
not of strife and personalities, but this 
much we will assert: The editor of this 
paper will not be deterred from perform- 
ing what he considers his duty, either by 
threats, scurrilous letters, or by anony- 
mous pamphlets and sheets, and in this 
position believes himself sustained by 
the intelligent, respectable and honor- 
able elements which make up the great 
body of the collecting fraternity. The 
desire to keep up a high standard of ex- I 
cellence in the descriptions of coins and I 
medals, to lift Numismatics to its true I 
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level, and to discourage all charlatan- 
like tricks of the trade, by which inex- 
perienced collectors are made to pay the 
highest possible prices for the poorest 
possible coins, is one shared alike by the 
older and experienced as well as the 
younger but well informed collectors of 
coins and medals. Numisma is with 
them, is with every honest effort to do 
full justice to a collection, but is against 
willful errors, deceptive statements, and 
unwarranted assertions. 

This stinging rebuke of Woodward's 
cataloguing procedures and even his 
honesty was followed by a "Letter to the 
Editor" in the same issue of Numisma: 

New York, April 16, 1881 
... in glancing over the English portion 
of the coins sold April 4th to 9th [Wood- 
ward’s Clogston Sale], several misstate- 
ments and overdescriptions in the cata- 
logue were disclosed. Believing that an 
enumeration of them will be but just to 
those collectors who were not there to see 
for themselves, a list of such as were 
most glaring is appended: 

No. 16. Bird on a Tree, of Athlon, 
March. An Irish token of the 17th Cen- 
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tury, and in very poor condition (Boyne, 

No. 42). 

Nos. 85 and 86. Very poor. 

No. 87. A clipped half groat, and ex- 
tremely poor. 

No. 89. Henry V, and very poor. 

Nos. 90 and 91. Both poor. 

Nos. 93 and 94. Both poor. 

Was a hammered sixpence, 
not the milled. 

No. 96. Not the half-groat, but the 
threepence, and poor.

There is no such coin 
as a William III shilling with reverse 
harp-crowned, implying that it is an 
Irish one. The description in the 
catalogue shows a culpable ignorance of 
English numismatics and an injustice to 
the owner of the collection, for the coin 
is rare.

A.M.A.S. 

A.M.A.S. remains unidentified, but his 
list and comments accuse Woodward of 
ignorance and incompetence in the British 
field as well as in ancient coins! 

Woodward, as one might imagine, was 
not amused by all of this, and he struck 
back in June 1881 in the catalogue he 
prepared for the Marvin Collection Sale, 
conducted on June 21, 1881. He took 
Frossard to task for describing a coin of 
Augustine Iturbide of Mexico as a piece 
of "the Indian Emperor," a point to which 
we shall return later. The next day, June 
22, Woodward conducted the Jenison Col- 
lection Sale, his 39th auction. In the early 
printings of this catalogue Woodward 
launched his counter to the "False Talis- 
man" fable, starting off (fittingly enough) 
as commentary on more of those Proof 
Half Cents. Here, from Woodward's em- 
bittered pen, complete with footnotes as 
he had them in the catalogue, is: 
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The Ichabod Crane Fable 

Being unprepared now, as at a former time, to state precisely when these Half Cents were 
made,— unable to tell whether they were struck in the morning or afternoon, or even to 
fix the year of their issue,— it is expected that at this exact point the Sage of Sleepy Hollow, 
successor of Ichabod Crane, the ^hool-master, will rise and toot* his little horn. 

As a man may in office sometimes be his own successor, it is an open question whether 
the Sage is the original, a restrike, or a new issue. 

Whoever sails up and down the North River, can’t but be impressed with the picturesque 
beauties of its shores,— the lofty palisades, the hills and valleys, and the distant mountains, 
so impress their features on the mind of the voyager, that the lovely picture can never be 
erased. 

Every reader of history as related by that delightful and veracious chronicler, Diedrich 
Knickerbocker, knows by heart the biography of Rip Van Winkle, particularly the account 
of his protracted slumber; and the traveller who visits the Kaatskills and has pointed out 
to him the exact spot of Rip’s long repose, as he voyages leisurely down the river and comes 
abreast of that little hyphenated village on the Eastern shore, if its somnolent influence 
does not overcome him, is immediately impressed with the idea that Rip, if he had any 
notion of taking a long sleep, ought to have crossed the river, dropped down to that little 
burg and there fallen asleep; for had he done so, his nap might have been uninterrupted 
for a century at least. 

Now it happens that the same historian records the life and adventures of Ichabod Crane. 
He not only treats us to a charming picture of Ichabod as a schoolmaster, as playmate of 
the boys and girls, but he gives us an insight into his love affairs: he tells us how Ichabod, 
invited to a quilting frolic, borrowed a nag of Hans Van Ripper, and went wooing the buxom 
daughter of old Baltus Van Tassel; how he was jilted by the fair Katrina, and chased on 
horseback on his way home by a fearful spectre, who carried his head in his hand; how, 
just as the luckless schoolmaster crossed the keystone of the bridge over which, it is generally 
believed, goblins and witches cannot pass— and we pause to remark that this philosophical 
view is greatly strengthened by the history of Tam O’Shanter’s midnight ride**— the goblin 
rider, with one mighty effort, threw his head at the poor retreating pedagogue, who, though 
he sought by dodging to avoid the missile, was felled to the earth. The horse of Van Ripper 
was found in the morning at his master’s door, the saddle, which fell off in the race, was 
found trampled and torn by the heavy hooves of the goblin horse, but Ichabod never more 
was seen. True, our historian intimates that the weird, headless horseman was none other 
than Brom Bones, Ichabod’s rival with the blue-eyed Katrina, — that the head, which we, 
as students of the occult sciences, know was fleshless and bloody,— was but a harmless 
pumpkin, and that Ichabod simply ran away; that he afterwards became a lawyer, an editor, 
and what not, and traded and grew rich, and went to the Legislature. All this, however, 
is mere surmise, authenticated by no shadow of evidence. Up to this point the history of 
Ichabod Crane, like that of Rip Van Winkle, is without a break or a flaw,— the relation 
is in each case, as it were, a chain of evidence; each fact supports and strengthens every 
other fact, but it is quite clear that from the moment the bridge was crossed, history failed 
and imagination filled its place. 

Recent events have, in a measure, however, cleared up the mystery. There appeared, a 
few years ago, at Sleepy Hollow, a gentleman, the very counterpart of Ichabod, somewhat 
rounded out, to be sure, from his former angular proportions, but still bearing enough of 
his peculiarities of character and appearance to make the likeness observable if not un- 
mistakable. On his arrival, which was by way of Castle Garden, this gentleman settled 
down immediately into Ichabod’s profession of pedagogue. We hasten to present the facts 
as to the development of our theory; further on we shall offer evidence in its support more 
conclusive by far than that by which the existence of Symmes’s Hole has been 
demonstrated.* 

Little more than twenty years ago it became necessary to repair the bridge over the haunted 
stream which Ichabod crossed on that fateful night,— the stream near Wiley’s Swamp, for 
a full account of which we refer to Diedrich’s History. When, on the second day, the workmen 
renewed their labors in the morning, a plank was removed near the edge of the stream 
at the end of the bridge, and under the plank, wonderful to relate, were found impressed 
in the hard earth the exact form and outline of Ichabod Crane,— the small flat head, the 
huge, long ears, the lanky arms and legs, the flat feet, which might have served for shovels, 
all were there as in a picture, and more wonderful than all, the hole was still warm,— and 
scarcely a doubt existed in the minds of the workmen, to whom the facts of Ichabod’s dis- 
appearance were well known, that, awakened by the operations of the day before, he had 
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I I risen in the night and taken himself off. So far it was all clear to the minds of those serving 
I men; but how Ichabod could have been concealed there for all the long years, was not so 
certain. Just here science and philosophy come in. It is clear that when Ichabod was struck 
by the ghastly skull, he was stunned; in his pain and terror he crawled under the bridge,— 
here he fell asleep. The influence of the headless horseman,— for an account of whom we 
again make reference to our historian, — the nature of the haunted brook, the close prox- 
imity of Andre’s tree and the drowsy character of all around him, did the rest; and here, 
all unknown to the historian, was repeated the phenomenon of the Kaatskills; something 
the like of which never happened and never will happen except on the lovely sleepy shores 
of the North River.* * * * 

It was not for some years after the event so minutely described, that the strange newcomer 
appeared at Sleepy Hollow, and, as all the friends and pupils of Ichabod had passed away, 
the appearance of identity was not observed by any of his neighbors, and the great discovery 
was finally perfected by a man from Boston, a place famed for inventions and great 
discoveries; principal among the inventions is ranked— no allusion to the pork— baked beans, 
but amongst the discoveries the one here chronicled ** * * §§ takes the cake.” 

The stranger that was, though a comparatively long residence makes him a stranger no 
longer,— this sentence seems a little mixed, but the reader is assured there is no pun here, 
if he expects to find one,— has been numerously interviewed, but he wisely keeps his own 
counsel as to all that concerns his hybernation. He is fond of talking about his residence 
in Parree, a place that none of his neighbors know anything about, but which they suppose 
is over in Jersey; and after diimer he sometimes boasts of being in the army during the late 
war,— which he says he entered as a Non Com. and from which he emerged as a Colonel, 
with shoulder straps, brass buttons, and things. When his back is turned the neighbors 
pityingly tap their foreheads and say the Non Com.§§ part is evident enough now, but we 
"can’t see” the Colonel. Forgetting his love of the last century, if he be the veritable Ichabod, 
he has taken a wife, one of the fair daughters of the Empire State; he has become an editor 
and an author, and his fame now extends from Irvington-on-Hudson all the way to Harlem 
and back again. Men know him generally as the Sage of Sleepy Hollow, but if any title 
next to Colonel,— which by a pleasing fiction he still clings to,— pleases him best, it is that 
of Contributor to American Numismatic History. 

That the sage and historian is the successor in office of Ichabod Crane, is established beyond 
peradventure; that he is the original, some ignorant, unphilosophical men may doubt, but 
with due respect to other men’s prejudices, and superstitions, we avow our own unwavering 
belief in our own theory that the Sage is the original, sleeping, it is true, for a long time, 
but now redivivus. By this theory as an article of faith and practice, we shall abide. 


* "Sijuito had other odd ways— his tail was not so large nor so brilliant as a peacock’s. Perhaps he thought it was, 
which was just as well for him. At all events, he did his best to display what he had, as well as the more splendid bird. 

He spread it out to its utmost extent, he cocked it up as high as it would go, and twisted it to the left and to the right, 

uttering frequently his monotonous toot." These remarks by Mr. Wiley do not concern the amateur editor, but what Mr. 

W. Calls his comical owl; still, how wonderfully poor little Sijuito, who was afterwards eaten by a cat, foreshadowed 
the Am Ed.

Although the above fable is interesting 
in its own right, a few facts increase its 
fascination. In addition to his numismatic 
interests, Frossard ran a ^'French, English 
and Classical Day School" in Irvington- 
on-Hudson, the hyphenated village of 
Woodward's account, and a charming spot 
next door to Washington Irving's home. 


an area even today known to many as 
"Sleepy Hollow." Regarding Woodward's 
comments about the physical appearance 
of Ichabod Crane, old photographs show 
that Frossard did have a rather flat head 
and large ears. (The author, never having 
seen a photograph of Frossard's feet, 
hesitates to confirm or deny that part of 
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Woodward's allegation!) Frossard had 
lived in Paris for some years before 
coming to America; he did participate in 
the Civil War and was promoted to the 
rank of Brevet Lt. Colonel at the end of 
that conflict. Woodward's name for 
Frossard, the "Sage of Sleepy Hollow," 
was obvious retaliation for Frossard's use 
of "The Wizard of Roxbury," and Wood- 
ward's use of the phrase "Contributor to 
American Numismatic History" refers 
directly to the title page of Frossard's 
"Monograph," which bore the description 
"A Contribution to the Numismatic 
History of the United States." 

The Frossard-Woodward feud died down 
somewhat later in 1881, although it did 
not end entirely. Frossard launched three 
minor barbs at Woodward in the July issue 
of Numisma, two of them clearly in reply 
to the Ichabod Crane article. The final 
visible blow in the feud occurred in 
Frossard's review of Woodward's sale of 
the Jenison Collection: 

. . . pages 52, 53, and 54, expunged 
from the later part of the edition, con- 
tain a diatribe of questionable taste, and 
of obscure composition, possibly the 
result of a sudden and uncontrollable 
attack of furor scribendi, more probably 
intended as a rejoinder to the chronicles 
of 'The False Talisman’ lately published 
in Numisma. Still, the article adds 
greatly to the wizard’s fame and ought 
to be republished in pamphlet form with 
his anonymous lampoon on the 'Sage of 
Lafayette Place’ and other productions 
of his of similar characteristics. In the 
meantime, copies of the suppressed edi- 
tion are in great demand and will soon 
bring very high prices, thus rewarding 
the wizard for what future generations 
may perhaps call the most brilliant 
literary production of his life. 

The "Sage of Lafayette Place" would 
have to be Gaston Feuardent, a well- 
known specialist in ancient coins who 


resided on Lafayette Place in the 1880s 
and who was a great favorite of Frossard's. 
(A glowing article complimenting Feuar- 
dent for his purging of false antiquities 
from the Metropolitan Museum was fea- 
tured in this same July issue of Numismal] 
In view of the attacks by Frossard and 
Chapman on Woodward's handling of 
ancient coins, we may safely assume that 
Feuardent also attacked him and became 
the subject of another article similar to 
"The Ichabod Crane Fable." 

F rossard seems to have had the 
better of it in the feud, particularly 
after Woodward's blunders in the 
fenks Sale which set up most of the later 
charges Frossard made against him. Wood- 
ward soon after changed his cataloguing 
of Proof Half Cents and began to accept 
and comment on the differences between 
originals and restrikes. The two duelers 
allowed other matters to cool off, particu- 
larly when both realized that their feud 
was not only counter-productive but 
damaging to the entire auction field as 
well. By the following spring Frossard and 
Woodward had joined forces in the grow- 
ing attack against the Chapmans' cata- 
loguing of the Bushnell Collection and 
their rather fanciful descriptions of such 
questionable or outright spurious items as 
the "Good Samaritan Shilling," wherein 
Chapman found himself charged with the 
very faults for which he had attacked 
Woodward! 

The net result of this particular feud 
can only be assumed, of course — hope- 
fully auction cataloguing took a step 
closer to dependable accuracy. The lively 
literature that resulted from the disagree- 
ment, however, imdoubtedly both en- 
raged and entertained countless collectors 
of the day, and one hundred years later 
continues to capture the imaginations of 
numismatists and provides a glimpse into 
the hobby before the turn of the century.

I n the town of The Dalles, Oregon, 
stands a branch of the United States 
Mint, a remnant of the gold rush 
days of the 1860s. Although forgotten 
by all but a few historians, to many cur- 
rent residents of The Dalles the mint 
building is known only as Ralph's Trans- 
fer and Storage Company, located be- 
tween Second and Third Streets. 

When gold was discovered in the Can- 
yon City and Baker districts of Oregon in 
August 1861, the rush to the new El Do- 
rado passed directly through The Dalles. 
The feverish atmosphere was fueled by 


reports of a claim that yielded $6,000 in 
four days, a pan that contained $ 1 50, and 
two men who cleaned IV 2 pounds of gold 
dust in a half-day on Powder River. With 
such reports continually reaching faraway 
ears. The Dalles quickly became an out- 
fitting station for mines and miners, and 
hundreds of prospectors and businessmen 
arrived daily. Payment for supplies was 
made in gold dust, which had become the 
new medium of exchange. Bankers paid 
$15.50 to $15.75 per ounce for gold dust 
and $14.50 to $14.75 for quicksilver dust. 
Gamblers used bags of dust for stakes.

guessing at the weight of the gold within. 

During the early stages of the city's 
growth, the Wells Fargo Company trans- 
ported gold dust from The Dalles to the 
mint at San Francisco by boat. Because of 
waste in handling the dust and the in- 
convenience of transportation, however, 
depreciation was relatively high and even- 
tually led to a demand for a branch mint 
in The Dalles. By Act of Congress, July 4, 
1864, a branch mint was established at 
The Dalles and $100,000 appropriated for 
its construction. 

Then politics entered the picture; 
months and years dragged by. Despite the 
fact that $100,000 had been appropriated. 
Secretary of the Treasury Hugh Mc- 
Culloch made no effort to begin construc- 
tion. Throughout the Northwest and 
California, newspapers in favor of the 
mint printed scathing editorials to no 
avail. Nevertheless, mines continued to 
pour gold into The Dalles, and Wells 
Fargo continued to transport it to the mint 
in San Francisco. 

In 1866, McCulloch appointed J.R. 
McBride as a "special agent" of the 
Treasury Department, instructing him to 
examine titles to lots donated to the 


Government by the citizens of The 
Dalles. After carrying out his instructions, 
McBride forwarded a favorable report to 
the Treasury Department and in return 
was notified his services were no longer 
required. Apparently, McCulloch put 
little faith in McBride's report and again 
decided to take no action. 

By 1867 citizens of The Dalles were 
fuming about the situation. The Moun- 
taineer of August 10, 1867, stated: 

We have had numerous letters from 
distinguished gentlemen of Portland, 
Salem and other portions of the state 
telling us to go ahead and get our branch 
mint and they would do all in their 
power to help us. We already have 
received over 1,000 signatures to our 
petitions. Even our senators have sig- 
nified (so we are informed by a letter 
from Salem) that if it is the desire of the 
PEOPLE, they will withdraw their objec- 
tions. This done, the mint is sure to 
become an institution in The Dalles . . . 
Sen. George H. Williams has signified 
his intention of coming here to enlighten 
us on the great issues of the day. But 
unless he comes prepared to assure us 
that he will assist in removing the pres- 
ent obstruction from the law appropri- 
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ating money for the building of a branch 
mint in this city, he had better remain 
at home.

Two days later, on August 12, The 
Portland Oregonian editorialized: 

. . . therefore we regard the chances of 
The Dalles for getting the branch mint 
as more than doubtful. 

On Saturday, May 2, 1868, The Moun- 
taineer further informed the public of the 
progress of the mint: 

Thursday evening D.M. French re- 
ceived the following dispatch from our 
worthy and able representative in Wash- 
ington; "'Washington, April 29, 1868: To 
H.A. Hogue or D.M. French, Dalles. 
Hogue appointed superintendent and 
French disbursing agent for mint. Signed: 
Geo. H. Williams." 

As soon as the supervising architect 
at Washington forwards to Hogue plans 
and specifications for the building, work 
will commence. 

It soon became apparent that not 
everyone was as enthusiastic about the 
construction of a mint in The Dalles as 
were the city's citizens. In the June 13, 
1868, issue of the San Francisco Commer- 
cial Herald the editor deplored the expen- 
diture of money for a branch mint at 
Dalles City. Such outside pressure was 
having its influence on the decision. The 
Mountaineer informed its readers: 

Our faith in the final building and 
estabhshment of the branch mint in The 


Dalles wavers, flickers, dies and skedad- 
dles. We advise our friends to no longer 
hold the future prosperity of our town 
upon the building of the branch mint as 
we honestly believe that it will never be 
accomplished. 

Political leaders in The Dalles began to 
wrangle; accusations flew thick and fast. 
On Saturday, June 27, 1868, in the heat 
of the battle. The Mountaineer announced: 

On Tuesday evening a commission 
was received by H.A. Hogue as super- 
intendent and D.M. French as disbursing 
agent for the erection of the branch mint. 
Once more indications are favorable that 
the long talked of branch mint will be 
built as soon as the bonds of the gentle- 
men are received in Washington and 
plans and specifications are forwarded. 

Even though Fioge and French had 
received their commissions, it was not 
until 1869 that constmction of the facility 
finally got underway. Excellent building 
stone was discovered five miles up Mill 
Creek, and quarrying proceeded. In his 
description of the new mint, a reporter 
wrote: 

It is made of beautiful sandstone 
blocks about two feet square. The 
building is about 75 feet square. Each 
stone is dressed into perfect shape, with 
smooth borders around a slightly 
roughened interior. The window ledges 
are of one stone perfectly set in place. 

A spacious front doorway is plain but 
strikingly attractive in the massive stone 
arrangement with a narrow border just 
above the door. A wide step cut from a 
single stone leads to the door. 

The interior is divided into one main 
room with several smaller rooms along 
the east side. The smaller rooms are in- 
tended for offices and there is a fire- 
place in each one. The partitions are of 
stone and brick. The basement is a laby- 
rinth of arched stone supports and 
passageways. 

On June 11, 1869, The Mountaineer 
relayed the city's anticipation of the mint 
building: 

The basement walls of the mint are 
almost completed and the structure is 
beginning to raise itself above the sur- 
face of the ground. The work goes on 
slowly but surely. The brick laying is 
progressing finely and a great many 
beautiful arches now span the basement 
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built by Mr. Runey, the mechanic in the 

brick department. 

With the completion of the first story, 
citizens awaited the mint's further expan- 
sion,- but, before construction resumed, 
the flow of gold from the mines into The 
Dalles fell to a trickle. Newly discovered 
mines on the John Day, Wilson Creek and 
Crooked River failed to bolster the 
dwindling supply. In addition, the com- 
pletion of the Central Pacific and Union 
Pacific Railroads, linking the Atlantic 
with the Pacific, diluted hopes for the 
completion of the mint. Congress realized 
that a more central location for a branch 
mint was needed. With a transcontinen- 
tal railroad and a dwindling gold supply 
from Oregon, the spotlight was switched 
on Denver City and the new Colorado 
gold fields. Denver's central location was 


chosen as the site for the new branch 
mint. 

On June 28, 1870, The Mountaineer of- 
ficially presented the news to the citizens 
of The Dalles: 

We are informed that orders have been 
received by Superintendent Hogue to 
suspend for the present work on the 
mint building. New plans will be sent 
in a few days as it appears the intention 
of changing the building into an assay 
office. 

Suspension of work sounded the death 
knell to any further hope for a branch 
mint in The Dalles. With more than 
$100,000 invested in the structure, the 
project was abandoned, and today it 
stands as only a reminder of what might 
have been. 
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Almost hidden from view, the mint appears as a historical landmark or the rear operating section 
of Ralph’s Moving and Storage, whichever the romantic or realist wishes to believe.

The 1907 Double Eagle, dated with 
the Roman numerals MCMVII and 
struck in high relief, is one of America's 
most famous coins. Despite the fact 
that most of the 1 1,250 coins stmck for 
circulation were either saved as 
souvenirs or acquired by numismatists, 
the demand for examples of this coinage 
has been so intense that today an Un- 
circulated piece fetches well into five 
figures. 

In addition to the "standard" MCMVn 
Double Eagle, a number of other in- 
teresting varieties were produced, the 
most famous of which is the extremely 
high relief specimen. Distinguishable 
from ordinary high relief coins by its 
extremely concave field and lack of a 
rim or border, this example also shows 
two folds on the right side of Miss Lib- 
erty's skirt. The reverse depicts four- 
teen rays, instead of the standard 
thirteen, emanating from the sun. 

How many extremely high relief $20 
pieces were struck? Numismatic liter- 
ature provides a variety of answers. In 
the pioneering book United States Ex- 
perimental, Pattern, and Trial Pieces, 
published in 1913, Edgar H. Adams and 
William H. Woodin note that "18 pieces 
are said to have been struck." In the 
successor to the volume, the similarly 
titled United States Pattern, Exper- 
imental and Trial Pieces, Dr. J. Hewitt 
Judd notes that "only 22 were struck of 
which two were remelted." Hewitt's 
information is also substantiated in the 
1976 edition of Scott's Encyclopedia of 
United States Coins. Howland Wood 
once wrote that 13 examples were 
made, and an unsigned article in a 
1920s issue of The Numismatist placed 
the figure at 19, less two that were 
destroyed. 

In my book The History of United 
States Coinage as Illustrated by the 
Garrett Collection, 1 quoted material 
from a letter of February 28, 1908, by 
Philadelphia coin dealer Henry Chap- 
man to Baltimore collector Robert 
Garrett: 


I wish to give you some infor- 
mation. If you will act quickly upon 
it I think we will secure for you a 
couple of coins which are worth large 
sums. In fact, I have paid $150 cash 
for one of them myself. The director 
of the mint, Mr. Frank A. Leach, at 
Washington, has in his possession, 
and is distributing at face value, to 
collectors or public museums, to the 
latter he writes me more especially 
than to the former, special $10 gold 
pieces of the Saint-Gaudens design, 
1907 . . . 

The letter went on to explain order- 
ing instructions for the Eagle ($10 
piece). Two weeks later Chapman 
wrote Garrett with information con- 
cerning the Double Eagle: 

The first issue of the $20 gold piece, 
in fact, the first two issues, would be 
magnificent pieces for you to secure 
specimens of. They would really be 
worth $1,000 apiece, but 1 do not 
know if you will be successful in 
securing them. They are known as the 
first impressions (patterns) of the 
Saint-Gaudens design for 1907. One is 
of the diameter of the $10 gold piece 
but double the thickness of the $10. 

Of this the mint has lately rolled out 
10 pieces [destroyed them by flatten- 
ing] and I am told that the two in the 
cabinet are the only ones saved. Of the 
other [extremely high relief style of 
the normal diameter; subject of the 
present article] 19 were stmck and are 
given out through the personal distri- 
bution of the director. 

How many were stmck? A file of cor- 
respondence, formerly the property of 
Farran Zerbe, was furnished to the 
ANA by Louis S. Werner. Within this 
file is information that piques the im- 
agination and suggests some "hanky- 
pank" may have been going on. Farran 
Zerbe had what may be termed a "nose 
for news" and in his day corresponded 
extensively with mint officials, nu- 
mismatists and others in his quest for 
information. On January 27, 1920, he 
wrote to former Director of the Mint 
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Frank A. Leach of Oakland, California. ‘ 
Zerbe's initial inquiry reads: 

You will remember the writer as 
the one who had the exhibition of 
money at the P.P.I.E. and who served 
on the Assay Commission during 
your administration as Director of the 
Mint. 

I desire some information regarding 
the pattern or experimental strikings 
of the Saint-Gaudens' $20 gold pieces 
and if you will supply it, it will be very 
greatly appreciated. 

Of the double thick, $10 size; and 
the strikings regular size in very high 
relief, none of which went to circula- 
tion, how many of each were struck 
and of those struck how many were 
distributed or left the mint? 

I am again located in San Francisco, 
address as above, and should you 
prefer to discuss the subject rather 
than write to me about it, I will be 
pleased to meet you at any time or 
place when you are in the business 
section of the city. 

On February 4, Leach, giving as his 
address 217 Hillside Avenue, Piedmont, 
California, replied: 

I am pleased to hear of your return 
to the Coast. Absence from here is my 
excuse for seeming neglect in reply to 
your letter of Jany. 27. 

The information you seek will be 
found in Chapter XVI, pages 374-5 of 
a book I published a year or so ago 
Recollections of a Newspaper Man. 
You will also find there a full history 
of the change in the designs of the 
gold coins 1907-8 which I think you 
will regard as important for future 
reference. I think you can get the book 
in any of the book stores or in any of 
the public libraries. If not you can get 
it at the book store of F. Dewitt, 1609 
Telegraph Ave., Oakland. Price $2.00. 

I very seldom go to San Francisco 
but the next time I am over I will 


endeavor to call on you. If you fail to 
find the book let me know. 

To this Zerbe replied on February 6: 

Thanks for your favor of the 4th 
inst. I procured a copy of your book 
yesterday and have already given it a 
hurried "once over." I know I shall 
enjoy a deliberate reading and am 
pleased to have it, not only for its con- 
tents but also on a-count of my 
esteem for its author. When you pay 
me that promised call I shall ask you 
to autograph the volume. 

From the first model Saint-Gaudens' 

$20 pieces, of which you state nine- 
teen only were stmck, I am presuming 
that nineteen is exclusive of any that 
may have been destroyed in tests, and 
that of these nineteen two are in the 
mint cabinet and one or more were 
kept by the President and the Saint- 
Gaudens family and that yourself and 
Mr. Ashbrook of the House Coinage 
Committee preserved specimens. It 
would be a satisfaction if the original 
allocation of all would be registered 
before memory and time shall cease 
to serve. 

By industrious effort I have so far 
acquired a collection of about 3,000 
varieties of money relating to the war, 
about 1,500 pieces of which are coins. 
This collection is now at hand and in 
form for easy display and I believe you 
would be interested in seeing the great 
variety of unusual fabric, shape and 
device found in these necessity emis- 
sions. Should it be convenient for you 
to call some time soon at the above 
address (my hotel. The Colonial) it 
will be a pleasure for me to show you 
the collection. I am always in 1 1 to 
1 and 3 to 5 but if you will let me 
know in advance I will keep appoint- 
ment for any time most convenient 
for you.^

! handwritten transcript of a letter from 


1 Leach, who owned an Oakland newspaper, The Examiner, sold it in 1897 and became superintendent 
of the San Francisco Mint on August 1, 1897, a position he held until September 17, 1907. During his 
term in office, the San Francisco earthquake and fire occurred, but through his efforts the Mint was one 
of the few buildings spared from the conflagration. Important to the present narrative, Leach served as 
director of the United States Mint— the Washington office that supervised the branch mints— from 
September 1907 through November 1909. 

2 This collection "of about 3,000 varieties of money relating to the war" was incorporated into Zerbe's 
vast holdings of world coins and is now part of the Chase Manhattan Money Museum. 
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Leach, presumably to Zerbe, dated July 
19, 1920: 

You must bear in mind these par- 
ticular coins were struck before my 
administration as director began, so 
my information as to the distribution 
is based on the information given me 
by others. 

My recollection is that the number 
of coins stmck is embodied in a letter 
from the superintendent of the Phil- 
adelphia Mint to the director and I 
was never given the names of the 
people to whom they were given. The 
proofs must have been supphed by the 
same source. . . . 

I am not certain but I think the 
President, Secty of Treas, director of 
the mint and supt of the Phila. Mint 
were among the recipients. Two coins 
were placed in the cabinet in the 
Philadelphia Mint and at insistence 
the Pres, sent two to the N.Y. mu- 
seum. The coin given me is still with 
my family. I have had one or two 
offers for it but it is not for sale. $500 
was the most offered me. $1100 seems 
like a great price. 

Zerbe also wrote to Dr. T. Louis 
Comparette, curator of the United 
States Mint Cabinet in Philadelphia: 

I am making some notes for a paper 
on the Saint-Gaudens' coin designs 
and would like your assistance so far 
as you may reply to the questions 
herein. 

I presume you have the April, 1920, 
Century Magazine with the published 
Roosevelt-St. G. correspondence. Am 
I right in accepting Roosevelt's 
"Compareti" (I believe that is the way 
it is spelled) refers to you? 

Of the $20 patterns, regular size, 
"excessively high relief" how many 
were struck? Were any of these 
destroyed at the mint? How many are 
in the mint cabinet? What do you 
know about their original distribution 
and present location? Of those $10 
size, double thick, how many were 
struck? How many in the Cabinet? 

Of the $10 design I believe there are 
two variations classed as slightly dif- 
ferent from those regularly issued. 
What are the distinctive differences 
and how many of each were coined? 

Do you have a copy of Frank A. 


Leach's book Recollections of a News- 
paper Man? If not I want to send it to 
you. 

After many months of fluctuating 
health I am now about where feeling 
fairly good is the regular order. We are 
having a very cool summer here. 
Overcoats and blankets are essential 
for night comfort. 

Remember me to friend Meek. 

Unfortunately, Comparette's reply is 
not preserved in the file. Apparently 
Comparette's response referred to a 
group of coins, some of which may have 
been sold by Henry Chapman, for 
Zerbe's further reply on August 11 
notes: 

Thanks for your letter of the 28th. 
The surreptitious product was news 
to me. Do you know if the sales by 
H.C. were from this lot? 

You did not refer to the April Cen- 
tury and if you were Roosevelt's 
"Comparetti." I certainly enjoyed 
reading those letters. 

Am I right in believing the Cabinet 
has two specimens of the $20 pattern, 
regular size, in very high relief? 

1 am sending the Leach book by post 
with my compliments. 

Does Meek continue with you? 

Lots of rest, reasonable exercise, 
milk diet and no medicine has been 
bringing me back to health. I sincerely 
hope as much for you. 

The most telling item in the file is a 
letter from T.L. Comparette to Zerbe, 
dated August 17: 

There is no doubt about the striking 
of several more of the first high relief 
Twenties than has been recorded, but 
the number wiU never become known. 
Personally I should prefer to have 
nothing in print appear in re the 
matter. I would be unable to give 
proof that would go in a court of law 
or an investigation, but I know I am 
right. Let the information in this par- 
ticular be confidential. 

Yes, I am the "Comparetti" of the 
Roosevelt-Saint-Gaudens correspon- 
dence. 

The Cabinet has but one of those 
high relief Twenties. 

Mr. Meek is still here. 

By the way one of the first high 
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relief Twenties can be had right now 
for $6(X), not a bad bargain for some 
collector. How long it will be on the 
market I could not guess. 

The final file item is a letter from 
Comparette to Zerbe, dated August 23: 

Thank you so much for the Recol- 
lections of a Newspaper Man, by 
Leach. It is interesting, in parts, like 
the Bishop's egg. He has some things 
to say about his service as Director of 
the Mint that would not bear close 
inspection. But that is nothing un- 
common when a man is tooting his 
own horn in a Memoir. What he states 
about certain of the Saint-Gaudens 
coin-types being copies of earlier types 
is of course rot, pure and simple. The 
flying eagle on the 1858 Cent differs 
as much from that on the Double 
Eagle as a buzzard differs from an owl. 

I shall reciprocate with a copy of an 
important publication that is to ap- 
pear some time in the fall. 

Another relevant commentary on the 
MCMVIl extremely high relief pieces is 
found in Zerbe's notebook, in which ap- 
pears this caption describing an illus- 
tration of the piece: 

Very high relief. No border. Field 
concave. Two folds Liberty's skirt, 
right leg. Capitol very small. Fourteen 
rays back of Eagle. Nineteen said to 
have been struck and distributed by 
"authority." It is said there was sur- 
reptitious strikings at the time or 
later, how many unknown, but at 
least twenty-two specimens are re- 
ported to exist. 

How many pieces exist today? Unfor- 
tunately, no itemized compilation of 
surviving examples seems to exist. In 
United States Gold Patterns, David 
Akers wrote: "Although the number 
actually minted is open to question, I 
would estimate the number known to 
be no more than 13-15 pieces . . 

At the 1957 ANA convention held in 
Philadelphia, a gentleman from Penn- 
sylvania showed me an MCMVn ex- 
tremely high relief Double Eagle in a 
velvet-lined case. According to this 


I gentleman, his family received the coin, 
along with five identical copies, from 
Theodore Roosevelt at the time of the 
coin's issuance. He went on to say that 
he was not a collector and that the 
pieces had never been offered for sale 
and were unknown to collectors. If 
these other five pieces indeed exist, 
Akers' estimate would be increased to 
the approximate number contended by 
other sources. 

It has been speculated that George T. 
Morgan, assistant engraver at the Mint 
in 1907 and designer of the famous 1878 
dollar, from time to time produced 
some "fancy pieces," which he parceled 
out for sale through Henry Chapman. 
Chapman was sworn not to reveal his 
source. Unquestionably, Chapman, 
whose dealership was located in Phila- 
delphia, offered examples of the MCMVn 
extremely high relief $20 for sale on 
several occasions. The entire circum- 
stance of Morgan's clandestine activi- 
ties, if indeed Morgan was the culprit, 
was carefully protected at the time. 
Comparette's wish that "I should prefer 
to having nothing in print appear" and 
"let the information in this particular 
be confidential" seems to indicate such 
secrecy. Further speculation concerning 
Morgan's covert minting practices is 
fueled by the enigmatic 1913 Liberty 
nickel, produced at the Philadelphia 
Mint under unofficial circumstances 
during the time when Morgan served as 
assistant engraver.^ 

What conclusions can be drawn? 
First, distribution of the MCMVIl ex- 
tremely high relief Double Eagle was a 
whim of highly-placed government of- 
ficials. Specimens were never made 
available to the general public or to 
numismatists lacking favored connec- 
tions. It seems likely that fewer than 
two dozen pieces were originally struck 
in 1907, the bulk of which were 
distributed to government officials and 
museums. The remaining number could 
have been sold or given to favored 
numismatists and to Theodore Roose- 
velt's friend, who may have received 


3 Chief engraver at the time was Charles Barber, who died on February 18, 1917. Morgan succeeded 
Barber as chief engraver and remained in that position until his death in 1925. 
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six. As Comparette implied, additional 
specimens were later struck at the 
Philadelphia Mint and, presumably, 
sold at a premium to collectors, 
possibly by Henry Chapman. 

The exact number of extra coins pro- 
duced will never be known; Compar- 
ette contends ''several," but as 20 or 
fewer are known to exist today, the 
amount could not have been large. As 
quoted earlier in the correspondence 
with Robert Garrett, Henry Chapman 
noted that these coins "would really be 
worth $1,000 apiece," a tidy sum for the 
period. Frank Leach wrote that he had 
been offered $500 for a specimen in his 
possession. Perhaps someone at the 
Mint enjoyed a nice extra income by 


producing one or two MCMVn extremely 
high relief Double Eagles each year and 
selling them privately for $500 or more 
each. 

Two interesting publications, pre- 
senting some background information 
on the Saint-Gaudens coinage, are rele- 
vant to the present story and are listed 
here. The first is Frank A. Leach's 
Recollections of a Newspaper Man, 
published in 1917 in San Francisco by 
Samuel Levinson, a copy of which was 
loaned to me by Kenneth Hallenbeck. 
The second is a fascinating article that 
appeared in the April 1920 issue of The 
Century Magazine, a copy of which was 
provided the ANA by Louis S. Werner 
as part of the aforementioned file.

Constans, A.D 337-350; an AE3 of Con- 
stantins II, A.D. 337-361; an issue of 
Theodosius n, A.D. 402-450, bearing a 
cross within a wreath on the reverse,* an 
issue of Arcadius, A.D. 383-408, with 
a modified Chi Rho on the reverse; plus 
four other impressive ancient pieces. 
Cliff acquired all these coins for no 
expenditure of dollars at all. As an 
active participant in the Roman Coin 
Project, Cliff earned these coins simply 
by taking an active role in the hobby.

Coin Commemorates Independence Anniversary 


To commemorate 1983 as the 35th year 
of Israel's independence, the Israel Gov- 
ernment has issued a special coin honor- 
ing the Israel Defense Forces (IDF). The 
new issue's name "The Valor Coin" is a 
tribute to this group. 

The IDF was officially created approxi- 
mately two weeks after the Proclamation 
of Indep>endence of the State of Israel in 
1948. At the time of its creation, however, 
the IDF, like the State of Israel, had had 
an operating infrastructure since the end 
of the previous century. The 1983 anni- 
versary of the IDF marks its 35th year of 
formal recognition. 

Since 1948 the IDF has fought the War 
of Independence, the Sinai Campaign, the 
Six-Day War, the War of Attrition, the 
Yom Kippur War and the "Peace for 
Galilee" War. The IDF has also played an 
important national role in settlement, 
immigration and absorption, immigrant 
integration, promotion of national aware- 
ness, and educational and professional 



training of youths from underprivileged 
backgrounds. 

The obverse of the commemorative, 
designed by Yaacov Zim, shows the IDF 
emblem against a sculptural Star of David 
and the Hebrew word ZAHAL. The 
reverse, designed by Gideon Keich, fea- 
tures the emblem of the State of Israel; the 
word ISRAEL in Hebrew, English and 



Arabic; and 1983— the minting date. 

Three varieties of the legal tender coin 
are available. The 10-sheqalim edition, 
struck by the Federal Mint of Switzerland 
in .900 fine gold, is 30mm in diameter, 
weighs 17.29 grams and is limited to 
5,000 issues. Two .850 fine silver issues 
are also available, both struck by the 
Stuttgart Mint in Germany. The 
2-sheqalim coin is 37mm in diameter, 
weighs 28.8 grams and is limited to a min- 
tage of 10,000 pieces. The 1 -sheqel coin, 
limited in mintage to 16,000 issues, is 
30mm in diameter and weighs 14.4 ^ams. 

Profits from the sale of these coins are 
earmarked for the improvement of Israel's 
landscapes, establishment and preserva- 
tion of national parks and reserves, and 
excavation of antiquities.

The third 50-pence coin issued by the 
Isle of Man in honor of the annual TT 
Motorcycle Races was released for general 
circulation on May 25, 1983. The TT 
races, which began in 1907, are now 
regarded as one of the world's most 
prestigious motorcycle events. The 
reverse of the coin, designed by Leslie 
Lindsay, shows Ron Haslam on his 999cc 
motorcycle. Haslam was the winner of 
the Isle of Man's 1982 Formula One TT 
race. The obverse of the coin bears Arnold 
Machin's familiar portrait of Queen 
Elizabeth II, Lord of Man. 

In addition to cupro-nickel coins stmck 
for circulation, special limited editions 
have also been struck for collectors. The 
50-pence coin is available in a diamond 
finish cupro-nickel edition, a sterling 
silver Proof edition, 22-kt. Proof gold and 
Proof platinum.

The obverse design features Bishop- 
Prince Joan D.M. of Urgell, and the 
reverse shows the Andorran coat-of-arms 
surrounded by the Latin inscription 
VIRTVS, VUNITA, FORTIOR, the denomi- 
nation and the date.

UNITED KINGDOM 

Barclays Bank Displays 
New British Coinage 

Currently on display at each of the five 
Manhattan, New York, branches of 
Barclays Bank is an exhibition of modem 
British coinage, courtesy of the British 
Royal Mint. Intended to acquaint the 
American public with the major changes 
that have Elected British coinage in the 
past ten years, the display features every 
current British coin issue. 

British coinage was decimalized in 
1971, at which time a major design 
change took place, including the addition 
of the word NEW to all coins struck 
under the decimal program. Completion 
of the decimal transition occurred with 
1982 coinage, when final design changes 
were implemented and the word NEW 
was removed from all production dies. 

The 50-pence coin has been changed to 
show a higher waistline on Britannia's 
dress, a longer skirt that covers her foot; 
extended barbs on the trident, a single 
stem on the olive branch and a remodeled 
shield. The numeral 50 has been rede- 
signed to be more in keeping with the rest 
of the lettering. The 10-pence coin bear- 
ing the lion passant guardant, part of the 
Crest of England, remains unchanged and 
is identical to 1981 coins with the excep- 
tion of the replacement of the word NEW 
with the word TEN. 
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Richard Doty, curator of modem coins for the American Numismatic Society, takes a closer look 
at the new British one-pound coin, part of the Royal Mint display currently on exhibit at the 
five Manhattan, New York, branches of Barclays Bank. 


The 5-pence coin depicting the crowned 
thistle Badge of Scotland has been re- 
designed to show remodeled thistle leaves, 
the orb and cross placed in a higher posi- 
tion on the coin, and a change in the 
placement of the jewels on the crown. 
The figure 5 has been changed to be more 
compatible with the new design. The 
2-pence coin, which bears the Badge of the 
Prince of Wales (three feathers with the 
legend ICH DIEN), has been redesigned to 
show a modification in the top of the 
feathers. The T in the denomination TWO 
is out of alignment and does not radiate. 

The points on the portcullis of the 


1 -penny coin have been sharpened and the 
numeral 1 has been redesigned. The Vi- 
penny coin also features a redesigned 
denomination numeral and an enlarge- 
ment in the size of the bead on the inside 
of the coin edge. 

Collectors wishing to make first-hand 
comparisons can still purchase complete 
1982 sets. The Proof set is available for 
US$26 and the Uncirculated set can be 
purchased for US$6.

1982 Dutch Mint Sets Available 

The Dutch Mint's customer service 
center in Montville, New Jersey, has an- 
nounced the availability of 1982 Dutch 
Mint sets. Priced at US$12, the handsome 
set features the first regular circulating 
coins that bear the portrait of Queen 
Beatrix. 

The obverse of the newly designed 
Dutch coinage features a modem portrait 
of Queen Beatrix, symbolizing her as a 
strong personality, leading the nation and 
looking to the future. The reverse bears 


a logical, stmcturally coherent sequence 
of designs that emphasize the role of coins 
as legal tender in a modem, well-or- 
ganized, industrial nation. Each set is 
presented in a transparent, hard plastic 
case containing one example each of the 
5-cent, 10-cent, 25-cent, 1-guilder and 
2 V 2 -guilder coins in Uncirculated condi- 
tion, the first coins stmck from the new 
dies. 

Other Dutch coinage currently available 
from the Dutch Mint includes the 1980 
Mint set and the 1982 Dutch- American 
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Friendship Coin. The 1980 Mint set 
features the last coinage of Queen Juliana. 
Priced at US$12, this set includes six 
coins, including a one-cent coin, the last 
of this denomination to be struck. 

The 50-guilder Uutch-American Friend- 
ship coin was struck in celebration of the 
1982 bicentennial year of continuously 
peaceful relations between the Nether- 
lands and the United States. Minted in 
.925 sterling silver, the 50-guilder issue is 
available in Proof condition for US$49.50, 
or in Uncirculated condition for US$34.50. 
The obverse, designed by Eric Claus, 
features Queen Beatrix. The reverse por- 
trays the Dutch lion and the American 
eagle, each country's national symbol.

Women's Group Issues Medal 

Myntverket, the marketing branch of 
the Swedish Mint, has presented for in- 
ternational sale a .925 fine silver medal 
struck for the Swedish section of the 
Women's International League for Peace. 
Designed and sculpted by Swedish sculp- 
tress Marita Norin, the medal shows the 



dove of peace on the obverse. Flying with 
outstretched wings, the dove carries an 
olive branch in its beak. The reverse 
design is bisected by the familiar peace 
symbol, to the right and left of which is 
the word PEACE in eight languages. 
Available in 30mm and 40mm sizes, the 
medal is equipped with a loop and can be 
worn as a necklace. Silver chains measur- 
ing 50cm and 60cm in length, designed 
specifically for the medal, are also avail- 
able from the Swedish Mint.

AUSTRALIA 

1983 Coin Sets Issued 

Australia's six circulating denomina- 
tions have been included in the 1983 Proof 
and Uncirculated coin set, struck and 
distributed by the Royal Australian Mint. 
Adorning the obverse of all coins is 
Arnold Machin's portrait of Queen Eliz- 
abeth n. Stuart Devlin's reverses continue 
the continent's coinage tradition by de- 
picting different animals indigenous to 
Australia. The 1- and 2-cent pieces are 
struck in bronze,- the other denominations 
are struck in cupro-nickel. 

The 1-cent piece weighs 2.6 grams, 
measures 17.53mm in diameter and de- 
picts the feather tail glider, the smallest 
gliding marsupial indigenous to Eastern 
Australia. From the Northern Territory 
comes the frilled lizard, which is featured 
on the 5.2-gram, 21.59mm 2-cent coin, 
while on the 5-cent piece is the spiny 
anteater, one of only two egg-laying 
mammals in the world. This piece weighs 
2.83 grams and has a diameter of 
19.41nim. 

Known for its melodious crooning and 
enthusiastic dancing, the male lyrebird is 
depicted on the 10-cent coin, which 
weighs 5.65 grams and measures 23.6mm 
in diameter. Having a weight of 11.3 
grams and a diameter of 28.52mm, the 
20-cent coin features the platypus, the 
other egg-laying mammal; portrayed on 
the 15.55-gram, 31.51mm 50-cent piece is 
the Australian coat-of-arms, which in- 
cludes the familiar kangaroo and an emu. 

The 1983 Australian Proof set is priced 
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at US$39 with a limit of three sets per 
order. Each set is presented in an 
ultrasonically welded display case for pro- 
tection. Uncirculated sets are issued in 
presentation wallets and are priced at 
US$5.

UNITED STATES 

Medal Features Treaty of Paris 

The U.S. Capitol Historical Society has 
unveiled its 1983 medallic issue, sixth in 
a series of Congressionally authorized 
medals. The complete set of twelve 
medals will comprise a medallic com- 
memoration of the Bicentennial of the 
United States Constitution. Sculpted by 
Mico Kaufman of North Tewksbury, 
Massachusetts, the medal honors the 
Treaty of Paris, signed on September 3, 
1783, which marked the diplomatic rec- 
ognition of a new nation — the United 
States of America. 

The obverse of the medal features Ben- 
jamin Franklin, John Jay and John Adams, 
signers of the Treaty. The reverse presents 
a graphic depiction of the historical 
achievements of the Treaty, symbolized 
by a map of the thirteen original states 
superimposed on the Treaty document 
and coupled with a statement expressing 
the conceptual basis of this new experi- 
ment in government. 

Struck by the Medallic Art Company, 
the Treaty of Paris medal is available in 
the following sizes and metals: IVi-inch 
antiqued bronze ($8); 3-inch antiqued 



bronze ($27.50)> IVi-inch sterling silver 
Proof ($50); 3-inch sterling silver Art 
Medal ($225); and l^^-inch 18-kt. gold 
($600).

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BEP Offers New Uncut Sheet Series 

As part of its public affairs program, the 
Department of the Treasury's Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing (BEP) is offering 
for sale 4-subject, uncut sheets of $1 and 
$2 notes. The first 4-subject uncut sheets 
have been drawn from the BEP's stock of 
1976 $2 Boston star notes and 1981 $1 St. 
Louis notes. Other banks and series will 
be available in the future. The popular 
16-subject and 32-subject uncut sheets of 
$1 notes released on October 26, 1981, 
and the 16-subject uncut sheets of $2 
notes released May 18, 1982, are still 
available for sale. 

Packaging of 16-note and 32-note uncut 
sheets remains the same. Each sheet is 
framed in an attractive black cardboard 
mat with "The Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing" imprinted on the lower edge in 
gold lettering. Matted size of the 16-note 
sheet measures 14^8 inches by 24^8 
inches, and the 32-note sheet measures 
25 y 2 inches by 25% inches. 

Uncut sheets, in addition to a variety 
of other numismatic and philatelic items, 
can be purchased at the Bureau's Visitor 
Center at the comer of 14th and C Streets 
in Washington, D.C., from 8:30 a.m. to 
2:30 p.m. each day. Personal checks are 
not accepted for uncut currency. 

All BEP items can be purchased by mail 
as well. Mail orders must be accompanied 
by full payment in the form of money 
order, bank cashier's check or certified 
check in the exact amount. Cash and per- 
sonal checks are not accepted. Prices for

1983 Proof Sets Now Available 

Collectors waiting to order 1983 Proof 
sets can now request them by mail from 
the Bureau of the Mint. Each set consists 
of a Proof 1983 half dollar, quarter, dime, 
nickel and one-cent coin produced by the 
San Francisco Assay Office. Each coin in 
the set bears the "S" mintmark. 

Production of Proof U.S. coins is a 
unique operation that requires special 
handling for both dies and blanks. Proof 
blanks are burnished with thousands of 
steel beads and special cleaning chemicals 
to buff out imperfections and polish the 
surface. The polished blanks are then 
rinsed, dried and transferred to the press 
room where a final cleaning and inspec- 
tion takes place. 

Proof dies are sandblasted, giving the 
die surface a frosted appearance and tex- 
ture. The background field areas are then 
polished with several grades of diamond 
polish and buffed to a glass-like finish, 
giving the die a beautiful two-toned effect 
that is tranf erred to the coins. 

Although no closing date for the order- 
ing period has been set, the Mint antic- 
ipates accepting orders until July 2, 1983. 
Orders are limited to a maximum of five 
Proof sets per customer, with a per address 
maximum of five orders from five sep- 
arate individuals (a maximum of 25 sets 
per address). 1983 Proof sets will be 
produced, packaged and mailed through- 
out the year, and all sets will be mailed 
by December 31, 1983. 

Proof sets are priced at $11 each. To 
facilitate ordering. Mint officials request 
that a separate payment accompany each 
order. Payment is to be made by personal 
check, cashier's check drawn on a U.S. 
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bank, or by U.S. or International Money 
Order. Cash payment will not be ac- 
cepted. Orders, complete with remittance 
and full return address, should be sent to 
Bureau of the Mint, 55 Mint Street, San 
Francisco, CA 94175. 

THAILAND 

U.N. Representative Receives Coins 

Birabhongse Kasemsri, Thailand's per- 
manent representative to the United Na- 
tions, was recently presented with a set 
of gold and silver coins issued by his coun- 
try in honor of the UNICEF-International 
Year of the Child Program. Kasemsri 
received the UNICEF-IYC coins from the 
program's director. The Honorable Francis 
L. Kellogg, during a ceremony at the 
Thailand Mission to the United Nations. 

The reverse of the 400-baht gold coin 
features a young boy and girl participating 
in Loy Krathong, a traditional festival that

takes place on the night of the full moon 
in the 12th month of the year. The orig- 
inal intent of the ceremony was to thank 
the river for providing water for the needs 
of the people and, thus, the children 
depicted on the coin are floating a flower 
with a lighted candle on the river. The 
gold coin is struck in .900 fine gold, 
measures 27mm in diameter and weighs 
265 grains. 

Portrayed on the reverse of the 200-baht 
silver coin is a young girl in traditional 
dress performing a classical Thai dance. 
Struck in .925 fine silver, this silver 
specimen measures 38.61mm in diameter, 
weighs 360 grains and was designed by 
Philip Nathan. The obverse of both coins 


features a portrait of His Majesty King 
Bhumibol Adulyadej in full regal dress. 

The new UNICEF-IYC coin set was 
struck by Valcambi of Switzerland. Infor-

TOKELAU 

Ordering Initiated for 1982 Coins 

The Government of Tokelau has an- 
nounced that the territory's 1982 one- 
dollar legal tender coin is ready for 
distribution. Struck by the Singapore 
Mint, the coin was minted in two ver- 
sions — Proof sterling silver and Uncircu- 
lated cupro-nickel. The obverse features 
Arnold Machin's portrait of Queen Eliz- 
abeth II and the reverse, designed by 
Faraimo Paulo, portrays a native fisher- 
man. Tokelau, a non-self-goveming terri- 
tory under New Zealand's administration, 
consists of three small atolls in the South 
Pacific, south of Western Samoa. 

Both versions weigh 27.21 grams and 
measure 38.75mm in diameter. The ster- 
ling silver Proof version features a mirror 
finish with frosted relief and is encapsu- 
lated in an inscribed leatherette hingeilid 
case. A numbered certificate of authen- 
ticity accompanies each piece. The 
cupro-nickel version is presented in an 
inscribed, plastic slide-lid case. 

The sterling silver Proof and Uncircu- 
lated cupro-nickel one-dollar coins are 
priced at US$40 and US$4 respectively, 
plus a postage and handling fee of $4 for 
each Proof and $1 for each cupro-nickel 
coin. Collectors interested in obtaining 
Tokelau's 1982 issue should send full 
remittance to the Tokelau Numismatic 
Agency, GPO Box 954, Adelaide, South 
Australia.

Counterfeit 1972 Doubled Die Obverse Cent 


Because more and more counterfeit 
coins are detected each year, the counter- 
feiter must continually improve his craft. 
As reports of diagnostics of genuine and 
counterfeit coins are released to the 
general public, the counterfeiter uses this 
information when he creates his product. 

A prime example of this evolution is 
the counterfeit 1^9-S VDB cent that was 
discussed in the December 1979 issue of 
The Numismatist. At the time of its

discovery, the counterfeit cent exhibited 
depressions on the N's of ONE CENT and 
a die crack near the left wheat stalk. In 
April 1983 a second counterfeit 1909-S 
VDB cent surfaced, obviously a ''revised" 
version of the previous one. Raised tool 
marks were evident on the N's in ONE 
CENT, apparently an effort to conceal the 
depressions. The die crack that appeared 
on the reverse of the first counterfeit, ex- 
tending from the left wheat stalk to the 
rim, was almost completely obliterated, 
except for a small remnant within the 
wheat stalk itself. 

In recent weeks ANACS has seen a 
new and interesting counterfeit: a 1972 
doubled die obverse cent. The counter- 
feiter went to great lengths to insure that 
this piece displayed a small die gouge 
above the D of UNITED, a diagnostic of 
genuine 1972 doubled die obverse cents. 
However, when compared with the die

gouge on the Mint product, the contrived 
diagnostic on the counterfeit cent is ob- 
viously different. The fields between the 
rim and the motto IN GOD WE TRUST 
should also be carefully inspected. On a 
genuine 1972 doubled die obverse cent, 
fine raised die polish lines extend from the 
rim to the fields. The counterfeit cent 
does not display this characteristic. In ad- 
dition, details in the doubling of the 
motto are very weak on the counterfeit 
piece.

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Wilde Addresses Senate Committee 
on Behalf of U.S. Gold and Silver Issues 

On April 15, 1983, ANA President Adna G. Wilde, Jr. appeared before the United 
States Senate Committee on Banking, Finance and Urban Affairs to offer the 
Association's views on the American Gold Eagle Coin Act of 1983 and Senate Bill 
269, which provides for the disposal of silver from the National Defense Stockpile. 
President Wilde's testimony appears below: 


Mr. Chairman and members of the Senate 
Committee on Banking, Finance and Urban 
Affairs. I am pleased to be here today to ex- 
press my views with respect to S.42, the 
American Gold Eagle Coin Act of 1983, and 
S.269, which provides for the disposal of 
silver from the National Defense Stockpile 
through the issuance of silver coins. Both 
bills are of great import to the Nation and 
of great interest to collectors. 

First, I would like to address S.42. In sup- 
port of the bill I would like to say that it 
would afford American citizens the oppor- 
tunity to purchase gold in quantities that any 
person can afford, in lieu of purchasing like 
amounts from foreign sources. Annually 
millions of dollars are added to the im- 
balance of payment through the purchase of 
South African kmgerrands, Canadian Maple 
Leaves, Mexican centennarios, even Panda 
issues from the People's Republic of China. 
This Act will help stem the flow of 
American dollars overseas. 

But, there are two areas of concern that I 
have spoken on before to the House Bank- 
ing Subcommittee on Consumer Affairs and 
Coinage last September, in which I pointed 
out that the name "Eagle" can lead to a great 
deal of confusion. The Act calls for the Eagle 
to have a gold content of one fine troy ounce, 
and the coin will approximate the size and 
design of the 1908 Double Eagle. I feel that 
there will be unnecessary confusion in giv- 
ing the name "Eagle" to a coin that has 
always been known by its size, weight and 
denomination as a Double Eagle. The name 
"Eagle" has been synonymous with the ten- 
dollar gold piece since the denomination was 
introduced in 1795. Yet, this legislation calls 
for the ten-dollar gold piece to now be called 
a "Half Eagle." 

Secondly, Section 402(c) called for the 
obverse to have the design of the 1908 Dou- 
ble Eagle. I would like to point out that the 
ring of stars that compose the border of the 
design number only 46, the number of states 
in the Union at the time the design was in- 


troduced. Hopefully, this point will not be 
overlooked. 

As for S.269, a bill to provide for the 
disposal of silver from the National Defense 
Stockpile through the issuance of silver 
coins, I can well appreciate the rationale of 
trying to dispose of our surplus silver in this 
manner. The huge bulk sales of the past have 
only contributed to a decrease in the price 
of silver, thus earning the Government a 
smaller return on its silver. To sell this silver 
in one-ounce units is not only understand- 
able but is desirable, at least from the col- 
lector's viewpoint. By providing for two 
series of issue. Bill S.269 intends to create 
a collector coin, namely the "Morgan" dollar, 
and a trade coin, namely the silver Liberty 
design selected by the Secretary of the 
Treasury. 

I note that the bill calls for Proof and Un- 
circulated specimens to be produced only of 
the Morgan series, and there is no mention 
of Proofs of the second series. I can assure 
you that collectors would be interested in 
both series, and I believe that it would be a 
mistake to overlook the collector potential 
of the second series. 

I support the legislation calling for the 
coins to be dated annually, and I cannot em- 
phasize enough our support for the sections 
of both bills that call for the coins to be sold 
through banks, other institutions and 
retailers for distribution to the public. The 
government cannot successfully distribute 
these if the sale is to be in the same manner 
as the original offerings of the American Art 
Medallions that were stmck by the United 
States Mint in weights of one-h^ ounce and 
one ounce, but sold through a most cumber- 
some procedure that involved phone calls, 
visits to the post office, and delays in dehvery 
of up to eight weeks after purchase. I can- 
not emphasize enough that to be successful, 
the sale and delivery of both the silver coins 
and the gold coins cannot be made more dif- 
ficult than the competing issues of foreign 
governments. 
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I do not believe that the silver issues will 
conflict or detract from the sale of the United 
States Olympic coins. One should compli- 
ment the other. As interest in the new issues 
by the United States Mint grows, there will 
be a corresponding collector demand. How- 
ever, I do believe that the integrity of United 
States issues must be maintained and that 
stronger legislation be enacted to protect the 
U.S. issues against private issues that are 
made in similitude of the U.S. designs and 
purported to be quasi-official issues. Stronger 
legislation must be considered to protect the 
designs and devices that appear on United 
States issues. 

In conclusion, I would like to make the 
following recommendations: 

1. That in S.42 the proposed coin be named 
the same as its predecessors that were once 
in circulation; Double Eagle for the full troy 
ounce and Eagle for the one-half ounce. 


2. That the proposed design be modified 
to recognize the fifty states in the Union, and 
that in the future, when designs are con- 
sidered, the American Numismatic Associa- 
tion be consulted and a qualified numis- 
matist be considered as a member of the 
Commission of Fine Arts. 

3. That the sale and distribution of the 
coins under these proposed bills not be in- 
cumbered with procedures similar to those 
necessary to purchase gold under previous 
legislation enacted under the American Arts 
Gold Medallion Series. 

4. That the designs and devices appearing 
on the coin and medal issues of the United 
States Mint be protected by law. 

Thank you for the privilege to speak for 
the American Numismatic Association and 
the collectors of the United States. We stand 
ready to support this legislation. 


Tucson Convention Board Meeting Highlights 


The ANA Board of Governors met in 
several sessions during the Fifth Mid- 
winter Convention in Tucson, Arizona, 
February 24-27, 1983. Conducted by Pres- 
ident Adna Wilde, Jr. and Vice President 
Q. David Bowers, the sessions were at- 


tended by Governors Harry X Boosel, 
Grover C. Criswell, Kurt R. Krueger, 
Chuck O'Donnell, John Jay Pittman, 
Florence Schook and Stephen Taylor, 
General Counsel George D. Hatie, Trea- 
surer William C. Henderson, Executive 
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Vice President Edward C. Rochette, As- 
sistant to the Executive Vice President 
Ruthann Brettell, Editor N. Neil Harris 
and Secretary to the Executive Vice Presi- 
dent Judy Stebenne. 

This report is published to inform 
members of the actions of their elected 
representatives. Unless otherwise noted, 
all actions were passed by unanimous 
vote of the governors and vice president, 
with the president voting only in the 
event of a tie. 

Disciplinary Actions 

A number of actions were taken in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of ANA 
bylaws. One member was reinstated, nine 
members were suspended and ten mem- 
bers were expelled, the names of whom 
and the reasons for such action are listed 
in the Membership Report in this issue 
of The Numismatist. 

Changes in ANACS Fees 

A new schedule of fees for authenti- 
cating and grading coins was approved and 
put into effect May 1 (Pittman opposed. 
Bowers and Krueger not present). The 
divisions of value were changed from four 
to three in number, and the maximum 
fees were greatly reduced. The new 
schedule appears below. 

Bylaw Revisions 

Several changes in the bylaws, as rec- 
ommended by General Counsel Hatie, 
were adopted. In general, these revisions 
specify and clarify the duties and respon- 
sibilities of management personnel. The 
revisions were confined to Article FV, 
Section 4(g), (h), (i) and (k); and to Article 
VIII, all sections and subsections. 


Finances and Funds 

An updated 1982-83 operating budget, 
totaling an income of $2,304,000 and ex- 
penditures of $2,646,000, was approved. 
The proposed 1983-84 operating budget 
was also approved, totaling an income 
of $2,394,000 and expenditures of 
$2,510,000 (Pittman opposed. Bowers and 
Krueger not present). 

The transfer of money, primarily in the 
form of accumulated interest, horn cer- 
tain funds to the Operating Fund was 
approved. The Maurice Gould Memorial 
Fund money was transferred to the Build- 
ing Fund. Suitable recognition of the 
Memorial Fund will appear in a conspic- 
uous place in the Headquarters building. 
Material donated to the Building Fund 
was ordered transferred to the Museum 
Fund, with an equivalent amount of 
money from the Museum Fund to be 
transferred to the Building Fund. Except 
for these cases, no T rust Fund principals 
were involved, nor was the Life Member- 
ship Fund affected. 

Treasurer Henderson was authorized to 
sell the Association's 226 shares of Mat- 
tel, Inc. stock at his discretion with the 
approval of the finance committee. A 
resolution was adopted giving the trea- 
surer authority to deposit Association 
funds in higher interest money market 
checking accounts in Pikes Peak Region 
banks. A maximum of $100,000 will be 
deposited in any one bank to provide full 
insurance coverage (Bowers not present). 

Conventions 

The Board voted to limit the bourse at 
the 1983 San Diego convention to 275 ap- 
plicants, including suppliers, publishers 
and dealers. Only those applicants who 
have no complaints against them or

With one abstention (Boosel), the Board 
voted to withdraw the scheduled 1986 
annual convention from San Francisco. 
Predicated on the executive vice presi- 
dent's ability to effect suitable arrange- 
ments, the Board chose Charlotte, North 
Carolina, as the site of the 1987 mid- 
winter convention.

The Board voted to award an honorary 
membership and certificate of apprecia- 
tion to J. Waldo Dyck for his valued ser- 
vice to the Association as standby 
treasurer. 

ANA Insurance Administrator Albert 


H. Wohlers was authorized to combine 
the ANA club liability insurance with 
that of another similar group so as to pro- 
vide expanded coverage without increased 
cost. 

To foster awareness of the Association's 
upcoming 100th anniversary, an "1891 
Club" will be formed. Membership in the 
club will be available for a one-time dona- 
tion of $91; enrollment will close on 
December 31, 1983, or when it reaches 
1991 members, whichever occurs first. 

The Board approved sending a represen- 
tative to act as a juror in selecting items 
from those submitted for inclusion in the 
American Medallic Sculpture Association 
First Exhibition, scheduled for fall 1983. 
The selections will be made on June 4 at 
American Numismatic Society headquar- 
ters in New York City. (President Wilde 
subsequently appointed Editor Harris as 
the ANA representative.) 

The Board authorized the finance com- 
mittee to reduce the pay of Headquarters 
employees if necessary. 

The president and executive vice presi- 
dent were requested to investigate the 
feasibility of producing a television pro- 
gram to promote the ANA. They were 
authorized to prepare such a program if 
it was deemed worthwhile.

Final Nominations Report 

The following individuals have officially accepted nominations for American 
Numismatic Association offices for the 1983-85 terms of president and vice president, 
and the 1983-87 terms of governors. 

Nominations officially closed on April 15; nominations postmarked after that date 
were ruled invalid. As of May 1, 1983, all candidates nominated have officially declared 
and accepted their nominations. 

ANA bylaws require all nominations to be submitted in writing to the executive 
vice president. Although the nominations were not acknowledged, the nominees 
were notified when they secured the necessary number of nominations from member 
clubs in good standing and at least five nominations from individual members in good 
standing. Club nominations required the signatures and addresses of at least two of- 
ficers. No member could nominate himself nor nominate a number of candidates in 
excess of the number to be elected thereto. 

Election will be by mail ballot only; ballots and biographical sketches of the can- 
didates will be mailed by July 2, 1983, to each member entitled to vote. Mail ballot 
envelopes must be postmarked prior to July 17, 1983, for the ballot therein to be counted. 
An announcement of the results will be made to all candidates and members of the 
numismatic press on or before August 6, 1983.

Coole Oriental Library Dedication Scheduled 


An outstanding collection of books 
about Chinese history and coinage, most 
of which are written in Chinese and 
bound in the oriental tradition, has been 
acquired by the ANA Library. Assembled 
by the late Reverend Arthur Braddan 
Coole — a minister, teacher, author and 
outstanding authority on Chinese numis- 
matics — the collection is perhaps the 
largest in existence. Complementing the 
collection is an almost one thousand vol- 
ume set of encyclopedias of the Chinese 
dynasties, reportedly one of six known 
complete sets and one of two in the U.S. 

Coole spent 31 years of his life in 
China, from 1906, when he arrived with 
his missionary parents, until his abrupt 
departure before the Communist takeover 
in 1948. His extensive library and coin 
collection were spirited out of China in 
1939 in baggage belonging to a friend in 
the U.S. Embassy and sent to his father- 
in-law's home in Denver. Coole later sold 
his collection of some 6,000 Chinese 
coins for $10,000 to finance the writing 
and publication of his books, including 
Encyclopedia of Chinese Coins, Coins in 


China 's History and his autobiography A 
Trouble Shooter for God in China. 

The Coole library includes references 
about coins from China, Japan, Korea and 
Annam (Vietnam) and covers many as- 
pects of numismatics: counterfeits, price 
lists, coins and paper money, charms and 
amulets, minting techniques, and books 
detailing government regulations, eco- 
nomics and monetary systems. The entire 
collection, housed in a special reading 
room in the Library, occupies almost 120 
feet of shelf space. 

The Arthur Braddan Coole Oriental 
Library will be dedicated and officially 
opened on July 10, 1983, the first day of 
the Colorado Springs Summer Seminar. 
To complement the the dedication, the 
ANA Museum will feature a display of 
Chinese numismatics, detailing its 
development as related by Coole's book. 
Coins in China's History. Rose Chan 
Houston, curator of oriental numismatics 
at the American Numismatic Society, 
will give a special lecture at The Colorado 
College, adjacent to ANA Headquarters, 
that evening.

Olympic Exhibit To Open at Headquarters 


Co sponsored by the United States 
Olympic Committee and the Museum of 
the American Numismatic Association, 
a new exhibit entitled 'The Olympic 
Games: A Numismatic Celebration" is 
scheduled to open on Saturday, June 18, 
at ANA Headquarters. The exhibit will 
coincide with the National Sports Fest- 
ival, to be held in Colorado Springs June 
24 through July 3, and will feature Olym- 
pic coins, medals, memorabilia and other 
related items ranging from classical Greek 
specimens to pieces issued for the modem 
(Olympiads. 

This special exhibit may be viewed 
Tuesday through Saturday from 8:30 a.m. 
to 4 p.m. at ANA Headquarters, 818 N. 
Cascade Avenue, Colorado Springs, CO. 



A silver tetradiachm issued approximately 
315-294 B.C., features a bust of Zeus on the 
obverse and a figure upon a proud steed on the 
reverse. Issued to commemorate King Philip 
IPs victory at the Olympic Games, the coin 
pictures a tiny torch below the horse, in- 
dicating that the coin was struck by the Greek 
mint of Anphipolis.

Rare French Coin Added to Collection 


Among the rarities of French numis- 
matics are the demi sols of Louis XV, au 
buste enfantin (bust of the king as a child), 
struck in 1724. Until recently, only two 
specimens of this piece were known, one 
each from the French mints of Mont- 
pellier and Perpignan.^ The Museum of 
the American Numismatic Association is 
fortunate to have discovered a specimen 
of this issue, featuring the "Q" mintmark 
of the Perpignan Mint, among the unat- 
tributed coins in the outstanding Richard 
W. Lloyd Memorial Collection presented 
to the museum by Margaret H. Lloyd. 

Struck of 6.1 17 grams pure copper and 


measuring 25mm in diameter, the demi 
sol was originally assigned a value of 6 
deniers tournois under the terms of an 
edict issued on June 6, 1719.^ The edict 
called for a mintage in the amount of 
500,000 livres, or approximately 20 
million pieces.^ Altogether, ten mints par- 
ticipated in the total production of demi 
sols between 1719 and 1724: Besancon, 
Bordeaux, La Rochelle, Metz, Montpellier, 
Paris, Perpignan, Reims, Rouen and 
Strasbourg.'* 

The demi sol was revalued at 16 deniers 
on August 28, 1720, reduced to 12 deniers 
on September 21, 1720, and further re- 
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The obverse of the 1724Q demi sol in the ANA collection depicts King Louis XV as a child, 
with the legend LUDOVICUS XV DEI GRATIA.

duced to its original rate of 6 deniers by 
a decree issued on March 17, 1724. 
Following the decree, date production of 
the demi sol, as well as production of 
liards and sols au buste enfantin, ap- 
parently ceased. Thus, au buste enfantin 
issues with the date 1724 are exceedingly 
rare, with known specimens issued only 
by outlying mints in southern France.^ 
With the exception of those struck by the 
mint in Reims, the actual mintage of this 
series of coins is presently unknown. 

Josephine Matamoros of the Centre de 
Documentation et d'Animation de la 
Culture Catalane in Perpignan suggests 
that the 1724Q demi sol may not be as 
rare as once believed.^ The CD ACC ac- 
tually possesses two specimens of this 
issue, one of which represents the same 
die combination as the Lloyd specimen in 
the ANA collection. 

All three specimens of the 1724Q demi 
sol exhibit uneven edges and planchet ir- 
regularities and measure approximately 
24mm, slightly smaller than the original 
recorded dimension. The Lloyd specimen, 
the finest of the three, is double struck 
and displays an edge clip. 

A special note of thanks is due 
Josephine Matamoros and the Centre de 
Documentation et d'Animation de la 
Culture Catalane for providing photo- 
graphs and information about the 1724Q 
demi sols in the Perpignan cabinet. 



A 1 724Q demi sol in the collection of the 
Centre de Documentation et d' Animation de 
la Culture Catalane has the same obverse and 
reverse as the Lloyd specimen but displays 
more wear.

Special Programs Aid Judges and Exhibitors 


In an effort to maintain its standard of 
excellence for judging and competitive ex- 
hibiting, the ANA has instituted several 
convention programs to aid prospective 
judges and exhibitors. ANA members 
who would like to serve as exhibit judges 
at future conventions are invited to par- 
ticipate in the Judges' Familiarization 
and Certification Program. The first seg- 
ment of the two-part program offers a 
review and discussion of ANA judging 
procedures based on the "Standard Pro- 
gram for Exhibiting and Judging." In the 
second part participants are given special 
score cards, similar to those used by of- 
ficial exhibit judges, and asked to judge 
exhibits in the classes of their choice. 
Those making the most conscientious 
decisions will be certified. Certification 
is awarded only for those classes of ex- 
hibits specified by the participant. 

The Exhibiting and Judging Seminar, an 
open forum in which judges and exhib- 
itors can offer their comments and sug- 
gestions, will also be featured at the San 
Diego convention. Open to all ANA 
members, the seminar will offer partici- 
pants an opportunity to learn methods of 
exhibiting and the elements judges con- 
sider in competitive exhibits. Individuals

The single most important factor to consider when you purchase a rare 
coin is ''Have I received a properly graded coin for the price I paid?"' 
Grading is subjective, but still governed by certain guidelines and 
parameters.
